Cl.KVKLAM).  Ohio,  July  15.  Half-past 
ten  was  the  hour  named  in  the  official 
call  for  the  democratic  state  convention 
to  he  called  to  order,  but  as  early  as  8 
the  crowd  ()ut>icle  of  tiie  building  made 
the^thoroiij^hfare  impas.sable,  and  when 
the  doors  were  thrown  open  it  seemed 
but  a  few  minutes  before  every  one  of 
the  50CO  or  more  seats  was  taken. 
It  was  piomptly  on  the  minute  that  the 
iisseiublajje  came  to  order  at  call  of 
State  Chairman  John  Norton,  and  he 
bade  welcome  to  the  delegates  in  a  rous- 
injj  speech. 

Mr.  Norton  congratulated  the  conven- 
tion on  the  encouraging  outlook  for  the 
democratic  party.  He  then  took  up  the 
McKinlevbdl  and  devoted  the  greater 
part  of  his  remarks  to  that  measure, 
which  he  characterized  as  a  law  no  more 
worthy  of  honor  than  the  levy  of  bandit 
and  the  buccaneer.  "Personally  Maj. 
McKinley  is  an  honest  man,"  said  Col. 
Norton,  "but  his  measure  is  a  burglar 
without  heart  and  without  mercy,  who 
robs  alike  the  defenseless  child,  the 
strong  man  and  the  helpless  woman.  It 
is  a  nionument  of  wrong  whose  everv 
stone  is  from  the  quarry  of  oppression." 
He  closed  by  introducing  Allen  \V. 
Thurman,  temporary  chairman,  in  a 
touching  eulogism  of  his  father.  After 
great  applause  young  Mr.  Thurman 
began  his  speech  and  as  he  proceeded 
every  telling  point  was  punctuated  with 
cheers.  It  was  a  most  successful  entree 
to  that  stage  to  which  his  venerated 
parent  bade  farewell  a  few  months  since. 
Mr.  Thurman  denounced  the  despoila- 
tion  of  the  surplus;  urged  "complete  and 
not  restricted  reciprocity,  with  countries 
that  can  buy  of  us  and  do  us  good;"  de- 
nounced McKinley;  discussed  the  tariff 
law  at  length  in  especial  reference  to  tin 
plate.     In  conclusion  he  said: 

"I)emocrats,  see  thst  the  ballot  is  en- 
forced. See,  too,  that  it  is  preserved  in 
the  future.  Intrenched  monopoly  will 
not  surrender  without  a  struggle;  there- 
fore, I  implore  every  man  in  this  conven- 
tion to  work  with  his  whole  soul.  Let  no 
personal  differences  deter  you,  but  be 
diligent,  be  active,  be  alert;  organize;  let 
there  be  no  dodging  upon  the  issue;  this 
is  no  time  for  the  faint  hearted,  but  a 
time  when  men  tight  with  their  whole 
power  for  what  they  know  to  be  right." 

Mr.  Thurman's  closing  remarks,  in 
which  he  urged  the  party  to  be  united 
and  harmonious  were  almost  drowned  in 
applause  from  the  Campbell  delegates. 
His  opponents  meanwhile  preserving  a 
stolid  silence. 

From  the  permanent  organization 
ronimittee  came  a  report  submitting  the 
name  of  f^\-Congressman  Frank  L. 
Blond  as  president.  It  was  adopted. 
Under  the  new  state  election  law  it  is 
necessary  that  each  party  shall  select  a 
device  to  be  placed  upon  its  printing, 
and  the  democracy  adopted  a  barn  yard 
rooster.  An  .American  Hag  was  prohib- 
ited by  the  statute.  The  committee  on 
credentials  made  a  majority  and  minor- 
ity report. 

The  majority  report  on  the  platform 
endorses  (Governor  Campbell's  admini- 
stration and  the  late  general  assembly, 
especially  commending  the  secret  ballot 
law,  which  the  republicans  are  charged 
with  opposing;  endorses  the  law  fixing 
countv  salaries;  opposes  class  legisla- 
tion; favors  a  tariff  "levied  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  producing  a  revenue  suf- 
ficient to  defray  the  legitimate  expenses 
of  the  government  economicallv  admini- 
stered; '  accepts  the  McKinley  bill  as  the 
issue  of  the  camyaign,  with  an  abid- 
ing confidence  of  victory;  de- 
nounces the  demonetization  of  silver 
in  1873  as  an  iniquitous  al- 
teration of  the  money  standard  in  favor 
of  creditors;  demands  "the  reinstatement 
of  the  constitutional  standard  of  gold 
and  silver  with  the  equal  ri'^ht  of  each 
to  free  an  unlimited  coinage,'  denounces 
the  extravagance  of  the  "billion  dollar 
congress"  which  created  a  deficit;  also 
for  substituting  despotic  rule  in  place  of 
free  discussion;  opposes  all  laws  which 
unneces-sarily  interfere  with  the  habits 
of  the  people;  favors  uniform  municipal 
government  throughout  the  state  in 
which  legislative  and  executive  power 
shall  be  separated;  favors  closer  com- 
mercial relations  with  Canada  and  lib- 
eral and  just  pensions  to  the  deserving 
and  disabled  soldiers,  and  censures  Rus- 
sian persecution  of  the  Jews. 

The  minority  report  differed  on  the 
silver  question,  and  while  the  other  was 
adopted  at  noon  its  adoption  was  not  un- 
animous. 

The  diso.der  was  so  great  that  the  chair 
p.rempt(rily  demanded Jexpu'sion  fjr 
all  who  refused  to  recognize  his 
authority.  The  uproar  continued  great 
for  some  time,  but  Hon  Jas.  J.  Neil,  ot 
Cincinnati,  a  candidate  for  governor  de- 
clared that  the  body  had  more  impor- 
tant work  than  to  settle  the  petty 
quarrels  of  Hamilton  County,  and  the 
majority  report  was  adopted,  and  Ham- 
ilton's county, s  delegation  counted.  The 
majority  report,  which  showed  that  no 
settlement  luid  been  made  on  the  silver 
question,  was  read.  Its  planks  were 
greeted  with   cheers. 

Messrs,  Neal,  Virgil  P.  Clark  and  ex- 
Governor    Campbell    were    named  and 
at  2;30  o'clock    after    nuich    excitement 
Campbell  was  renominated  bv   a  vote  of 
508-16;       Neal,      124-16;        Ivline,       56; 
Congressman       Tom        L.       Johnson. 
Campbell  then    made    a  long     address 
in      the    course      of      which      he    said: 
"While  gratefully  accepting  a    second 
nomination   from    the  democratic  party 
of  Ohio  my  thoughts  revert  to  the  record 
and  achievements  of  that  party  since  the 
memorable    Dayton  convention.     Victo- 
rious in  the    ensuing  election    the  Ohio 
democracy    has    legislated  | for  the  state 
and  administered  its  affairs  for  eighteen 
months.     In  that  short  period  it   has   de- 
stroyed every  vestige  of   dangerous  cen- 
tralizatson  which  had  made  the  office    of 
governor  a  menace  to  the  liberty    of  the 
people.     It  has     restored   to    seventeen 
cities  the  control  of    their    elections.     It 
has  provided     new     and     better     forms 
of      government      in       conformity       to 
popular      desire,        for        several      of 
the  larger  cities.    It    has    devoted  time 
and  care  to  the  perfecting  of    a  law   se- 


curing secrecy  of  ballot,  thereby  assur- 
ing an  unbiased  and  unbought  verdict 
of  the  people  at  the  polls.  The  electors 
of  Ohio  have  other  reasons  for  voting 
with  us  this  year  besidi-s  such  as  direct- 
ly affect  the  state.  Not  only  is  this  true 
because  the  result  nuiirt  seriously  affect 
nixt  year's  federal  elections,  but  also  be 
cause  the  republicans  )f  Ohio  have  un- 
reserveilly  identified  themselves  with 
every  phase  of  iniquitnis  legislation  ac- 
complished or  attemiled  by  the  fifty- 
first  congress.  In  tl  eir  platform  they 
have  reaffirmed  their  adherence  to  the 
infamous  force  bill  tie  republican  lost 
cause  a  measure  so  <!bviously  designed 
to  destroy  free  electioiis  that  republican 
senators  unwilling  to  violate  their  con- 
sciences and  their  oaths,  refused  to  in- 
rtict  it  upon  the  country.  The  republi- 
can partv  of  Ohio  appears  as  the  de- 
fender of  arbitrary  disregard  of  nnnority 
rights  which  disgraced  the  last  house. 
It  upholds  the  fraudulent  unseating  of 
lawfully  elected  members;  the  steal  of 
Montana  bv  the  senate,  and  all  the 
other  high-handed  outniges  by  which 
that  party  has  sought  to  perpet- 
uate its  power  against  the  wishes  of  the 
people.  It  represents  the  reckless  ex- 
travagance and  astounding  profligacy 
which  havcdissipated  the  splendid  demo- 
cratic surplus;  forced  the  extension  of 
national  boud:>  and  compelled  and  Ohio 
secretary  treasury  to  ri^sort  to  a  trick  of 
bookkeeping  and  subterfuges  unworthy 
of  his  office,  in  order  to  conceal  a  de- 
ficit and  deceive  tie  people."  Mr. 
Campbell  then  dwelt  ;U  length  upon  the 
tariff,  mercilessly  scor  ng  the  McKinley 
bill. 

When  the  governor  concluded  his 
speech  ex-Congressm;  n  John  Vance  sub- 
mitted a  resolution  a.sking  Hon.  L.  T. 
Neal  to  appear  before  the  convention 
and  tell  just  where  he  stood  as  a  demo- 
crat in  relation  to  the  gubernatural  nom- 
ination. Some  of  the  delegates  ap- 
peared to  take  the  preposition  as  a  joke, 
but  it  was  neverthelesi  adopted  without 
a  dissenting  vote  and  the  chair  ap- 
pointed as  a  committee  to  secure 
presence,  Messrs.  Follett,  Dodge 
Niarshall. 

W.  V.  Marquis   was   renominated 
lieutenant  governor  b>-  acclamation. 

For  auditor  of  state  Hon.  T.  E.  Peck- 
enbaugh  of  Wayne,  v/as  nominated  by 
acclamation. 

Senator  M.  T.  Cochran  was  nominated 
for   attorney  general.

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L()Nl)f)N,  July  15. "A  dispatch  from 
Bucharest  stating  that  Koumania  h.as 
found  itself  compelled  to  cordon  the 
Russian  frontier  to  prevent  the  expelled 
Jews  from  literally  overrunning  the 
country,  brings  up  the  question  in  all 
London  papers:  "Where  shall  they  find 
refuge?" 

Until  there  was  danger  that  the  effect 
of  the  czar's  edict  against  the  Jews  would 
be  to  fill  crowded  London  with  an  ele- 
ment with  which  the  metropolis  is  already 
filled,  the  papers  denounced  the  inhu- 
manity of  the  czar's  course  toward  a 
peaceable  and  not  offensive  people, 
while  meetings  of  sympathy  were  held 
nightly.  All  this  has  changed  since  the 
arrival  in  London  of  several  installments 
of  what  promised  to  be  an  invasion  of 
Jews  ana  the  outcasts  are  strongly  ad- 
vised to  seek  some  other  country. 

In  Rouniania  the  same  course  was 
taken,  with  the  result  of  leading  the 
exiles  to  believe  that  they  would  be  wel- 
come there.  The  consequence  was  that 
they  crossed  the  Danube  in  great  num- 
bers and  threaten  to  drive  out  laborers 
and  bankrupt  tradesmen. 

Meanwhile  European  philanthropists 
are  meeting  and  resoluting  favorably  to 
providing  homes  for  the  outcasts  and 
with  singular  unanimity  unhesitatingly 
locate  the  homes  in  America. 


The  Discussion  Over  a  Public  Terminal 
System  Still  Active. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  different  local  and 
terminal  railway  interests  held  last  night 
the  Mesaba  road  stated  its  position  and 
proposed  changes  in  the  terminal  road's 
plans,  making  it  a  general  public  cor- 
poration rather  than  a  company  for  pri- 
vate gain  only.  They  want  $2,000,000  of 
terminal  stock  divided  as  follows:  S500,- 
000  to  the  county  and  $500,000  each  to 
the  Terminal,  Mesaba  and  Winnipeg 
roads,  thus  giving  all  an  equal  interest 
in  the  affair.  It  is  understood  that  the 
city  owns  certain  proi>erty  which  mav  be 
donated  for  railway  uses.  If  this  is  tfone 
the  .Mesaba  people  propose  that  the 
city  be  given  $375,000  in  stock  of  the 
Terminal  comi^any.  The  Mesaba  com- 
pany also  propose  that  instead  of  charg- 
ing 3  per  cent  on  the  cost  of  construc- 
tion to  the  roads  using  terminal  lines, 
that  a  wheelage  rate  be  established. 
They  desire  that  dividends  be  restricted 
to  5  per  cent,  all  over  that  to  go  toward 
keeping  the  road  in  condition  and  re- 
deeming the  bonds. 

Another  meeting  is  in  progress  this 
afternoon. 


To  Woodland  Via  Bench  Street. 
On  account  of  the  condition  of  that 
part  of  Second  street  undergoing  repairs 
It  was  decided  to  make  a  change  in  the 
Woodland  Park  street  car  service. 
Accordingly,  yesterday  a  track  was  laid 
down  Twelfth  avenue  east  from  Fourth 
street  to  Bench,  and  today  cars  began 
running  from  Bench  street  to  the  park. 
Passengers  for  Woodland  Park  transfer 
at  Twelfth  avenue  on  Bench  street. 
Cars  run  east  on  Second  street  only  as 
far  as  Third  avenue  east.  No  cars  are 
run  on  Fourth  street  west  of  Twelfth 
avenue  east.  The  new  arrangement  will 
continue  for  a  few  weeks.

KENTUCKY'S  LOTTERY. 

The  Octopus  Has  :.ts  Grip  on  Car- 
lislt!. 

Chicago,  July  15.— A  Tribune  special 
from  Louisville.  Ky.,  says:  The  fight 
over  the  acceptance  or  rejection  of  the 
new  constitution  is  getting  liot  in  Ken- 
tucky. In  a  special  meeting  at  Shep- 
erdsville,  Ky.,  Seach  Phelps,  a  promi- 
nent lawyer'of  Louisville,  a  delegate  to 
the  constitutional  convention,  was  re- 
ported as  saving: 

"Why  is  I  Senator  John  G.  Carlisle 
against  the  constitut  on?  1  won't  tell 
you,  but  it  would  be  %vell  for  you  to  in- 
quire who  bought  and  paid  for  Mr. 
Carlisle's  house  in  Covington.  You  will 
find  that  it  was  the  Kentucky  state  lot- 
tery." 

When  asked  if  he  had  been  tnioted 
correctly,  Mr.  Pheljis  said:  "That's 
what  I  meant.  I  mccmt  the  Kentucky 
lottery  company  bought  the  house  in 
which  Carlisle  lives  and  presented  it  to 
Mrs.  Carlisle.  Carlisle  is  the  attorney  of 
the  lottery  company,  and  of  course  the 
latter  has' a  perfect  right  to  do  this.  In 
the  absence  of  a  reason  from  Mr.  Car- 
lisle as  to  why  he  opposed  the  new  con- 
stitution I  merely  suggested  this  reason." 

The  charge  against  Carlisle  has  cre- 
ated much  excitement.

Jo.sHUA,  Tex.,  July  15.— Yesterday 
morning  at  i  o'clock  two  men  went  to 
the  home  of  Dr.  Newberry,  two  miles 
of  this  place,  and  demanded  admittance. 
Mr.  Newberry  being  absent,  his  mother 
supposed  it  was  him  returning  and  opened 
the  door. 

The  men  forced  their  way  into  the 
house  and  demanded  money  that  they 
supposed  had  been  received  by  Mr.  New- 
berrv  a  few  days  previous.

One  doctor  published  an  anatomi- 
cal chart,  with  a  dissected  corpse  as  the 
principal  figure,  Superior  l>eing  located 
in  the  heart,  though  it  should  have  been 
by  the  gall  bladder.  Advertisements 
have  even  been  painted  on  dogs  running 
about  the  streets.  The  whole  country 
has  been  flooded  with  West  Superior 
boom  literature,  and  yet  outsiders  know 
that  town  only  as  a  suburb  of  Duluth. 
Isn't  it  about  time  for  our  friends  over 
there  to  realize  that  wind  fills  up  but 
does  not  fatten  ? 


The  Ohio  democracy  seem  to  be  for 
free  silver  and  a  graduated  income  tax, 
the  majority  of  the  committee  on  resolu- 
tions having  so  decided.  There  is  much 
confusion  among  the  braves,  but  no  one 
has  yet  suggested  an  endorsement  of  the 
•McKinley  bill.  The  nominations  will 
be  made  this  afternoon,  and  it  is  proba- 
ble the  convention  will  continue  till  a 
late  hour.  There  is  a  large  free  silver 
and  paper  money  vote  even  in  the  repub- 
lican party  of  that  state,  and  the  effect 
of  such  a  platform  may  be  to  draw  in  the 
grangers.  However,  McKinley  stock  is 
still  high,  being  based  largely  on  the 
Hamilton  countv  vote. 


There  was  a  newspaper  publisher  in 
Duluth  yesterday  who  has  been  fighting 
against  great  odtls  in  his  endeavors  to 
do  got)d  to  humanity.  It  was  no  other 
than  (lus  Beaulieu,  the  deputy  United 
.States  niarshal.  (nts  knows  nearly  every 
Indian  on  the  various  reservations  and 
takes  great  interest  in  their  progress.  As 
an  employe  of  the  government,  he  has 
many  a  time  been  able  to  do  the  Indians 
lasting  good,  and  they  have  appreciated 
his  kind  acts  and  intentions.  A  couple 
of  years  ago  he  decided  to  establish  a 
weekly  paper  on  the  White  Earth  reser- 
vation for  the  benefit  of  Indians.  The 
paper  took  well  from  the  start  and  was 
as  successful  as  could  be  expected.  It 
is  a  rule  of  the  interior  ilepart- 
ment  that  no  white  person  shall  be 
allowed  io  reside  on  a  reservation  except 
the  agent  and  his  fumilv.  .As  the 
.igenl  (lidnt  take  kindly  to 
Beauiieu's  paper,  the  proprietor  was 
caused  a  great  auiount  of  trouble.  He 
had  an  Indian  who  performcil  the  duties 
of  editor  and  compositor,  and  who  finally 
got  matters  into  mce  running  siiajie.  At 
this  juncture  the  man  was  given  a  S5  a 
day  j>osition  bv  the  government  and  his 
services  were  lost  to  Beaulieu. 

Not  another  Indian  compositor  was  to 
be  found  on  the  reservation  and  the  pul  - 
lication  of  the  sheet  had  to  be  stopped. 
Beaulieu  was  not  to  be  daunted,  how- 
ever, and  so  he  at  once  took  stej)s  toward 
having  a  young  Indian  instructed  in  the 
art  of  typesetting.  He  is  getting  along 
nicely  and  in  a  few  months  will 
be  far  enough  advanced  to 
begin  publication  on  the  reservation. 
What  with  the  cost  of  law  suits  and 
other  incidentals  Mr.  Beaulieu's  expend- 
itures have  been  about  •t^zooo.  He  says 
that  the  influence  of  the  little  slieet  has 
been  for  good  to  the  people  on  the 
reservation.

The  Indians  at  White  I-Iarth  are  some- 
thing of  a  factor  in  politics,  although  it 
isn't  generally  known.  Among  them  arc 
several  hundred  voters.  To  them  Sen- 
ator Allen,  of  Cloquet,  who  is  very  pop- 
ular with  them,  owes  his  election.  Con- 
gressman Comstock secured  their  almost 
solid  vote  in  his  recent  effort  to  be  re- 
elected. He  used  his  energies  in  doing 
much  good  for  the  Indians  while  in  the 
halls  of  Washington,  and  they  did  not 
forget  the  fact.

COST  OF  IMPUOVK.MENTS. 
A  Superior  paper  says: 

In  the  development  of  .Superior  Du- 
luth has  been  injured— injureJ  to  an  ex- 
tent that  cannot  now  be  conceived  of. 
The  entire  city  is  bankrupt  by  reason  of 
the  inability  of  its  citizens  to  pay  the 
enormous  taxes  imposed  by  the  expense 
of  blasting  streets  through  solid  rock  at 
a  cost  of  hundreds  of  dollars  per  foot. 

This  is  "lying  to  an  extent  that  can 
hardly  be  conceived  of,"  to  use  the 
choicest  West  Superior  English.  Street 
grading,  paving,  graveling  and  macad- 
amizing has  cost  in  Duluth  from  fifty 
cents  to  $10  per  front  foot.  In  West  Su- 
perior to  make  a  street  passable  in  dry 
weather  costs  d2  to  S3  per  front  foot, 
while  paving  and  macadamizing  costs 
much  more  than  in  Duluth.  Parties  in 
this  city  who  owned  lots  in  Peyton  & 
Clough's  Second  addition  on  Gumming 
avenue  in  Superior  paid  an  assessment 
last  year  of  5200  per  lot,  or  S8  per  front 
foot,  for  grading  alone,  and  then  it  was 
mud  belly-deep  to  a  tall  mule.  Duluth 
has  fine  stone  quarries  and  immense 
gravel  beds  in  her  hills  and  doesn't  have 
to  haul  material  for  street  making  from 
Hinckly  and  Kettle  River. 

lEKMI.NAL  *I.\TTKR.S. 
The  effort  to  concentrate  local  senti- 
ment upon  one  comprehensive  terminal 
scheme  is  still  in  progress,  a  meeting  of 
citizens  having  been  called  for  4  o'clock 
this  afternoon  in  the  chamber  of  com- 
merce rof)ms  to  formulate  some  plan  of 
action.  The  Mesaba  folks  have  pre- 
sented their  proposition  to  the  county, 
and  the  purpose  of  today's  meeting  is  to 
arrange  a  general  plan  which  shall  in- 
clude all  roads  coming  to  Duluth  from 
any  direction,  making  the  charge 
for  using  the  terminals  barely  cover  the 
5  per  cent  interest  on  the  bonds.  This 
is  the  right  thing  to  do,  as  all  concede, 
and  if  a  plan  by  which  the  county  or  city 
could  control  the  enterprise  and  hold  the 
terminal  forever  open  to  all  roads 
on  equal  terms  at  a  nominal  charge 
be  submittted  immediately,  there 
would  be  DO  doubt  of  a  half  million 
county  bonds  being  voted  after  a  fair 
presentation  of  the  case.  There  is, 
however,  no  disposition  on  the 
part  of  the  people  to  tax  themselves 
for  the  enriching  of  individuals,  and 
whatever  proposition  is  submitted  must 
be  for  the  public  good  in  plain  everyday 
United  .States  language,  and  not  merely 
an  imported  pro  bono  publico  of  the  se- 
lect and  limited  kind.  Duluth  wants  a 
terminal  line  from  Lester  river  to  Fond 
du  Lac  and  along  Minnesota  point.  She 
wants  most  of  it  right  away.    She  wants

and  our  citizens  are  hustling  to  make  a 
way  for  them  to  do  so.  Street  car  lines 
have  been  extended  to  nearly  all  points 
of  the  compass,  and  an  elevated  cable  is 
rapidly  climbing  our  highest  hill.  The 
growth  of  population  has  solved  every 
problem  in  the  building  of  a  great  city, 
and  the  passing  of  a  few  months  will  re- 
veal wonders,  and  greatly  surprise  all 
who  are  not  in  touch  with  coming 
events.

He  said:  1  now  believe  that  the  last  seat 
of  power  on  this  great  continent  will  be 
found  somewhere  within  a  radius  not 
very  far  from  the  very  spot  where  1 
stand,  at  the  head  of  navigation  on  the 
.Mississippi  river  and  on  the  great  Med- 
iterranean lakes."  Thirty-one  years  have 
rolled  around  since  then,  and  the  proph- 
ecy is  now  in  process  of  fulfillment;  we 
can  see  the  end.  You  yourselves  see  it.

(ioing  to  the  next  city  you  will  find  one 
of  the  most  marvelous  i»roductions  of 
modern  times,  the  greatest  milling  cen- 
ter in  the  world,  a  city  rife  with  activity. 

doing  150  miles  from  here,  to  the  head 
of  Lake  Superior,  you  will  find  one  of 
the  prodigies  of  modern  civilization,  the 
city  of  Duluth,  sitting  enthroned  like  a 
queen  upon  the  barren  rocks  of  that 
region,  laying  her  hand  upon  the  mines 
to  the  north  and  upcm  all  of  the  indus- 
tries which  surround  her.  From  that 
city  it  may  surprise  you  to  learn  that  iron 
vessels,  passing  through  the  .Sault  Ste. 
Marie  and  through  the  St.  Lawrence,  are 
now  upon  the  ocean  with  the  wheat  of 
this  region  to  be  unloaded  in  the  ports 
of  Europe. 

Some  of  you  may  go  to  the  Red  River 
valley  of  20,000  square  miles,  four  times 
larger  than  the  vallev  of  the  Nile,  which 
fed  the  ancient  world.  You  will  see  it 
yellow  with  harvests,  upon  which  F>ance 
and  Russia  and  Germany  largely  depend 
in  times  of  short  crops.  And  following

The  Dakota  railroad  commissioners 
declare  all  Warehouses  public  and  their 
operrttws  public  warehousemen;  forbid 
discrimination;  require  a  bond  from 
warehousemen;  provide  for  inspection, 
with  an  appeal  of  all  aggrived  parties  to 
the  commissioners;  forbid  the  mixing  of

Flocking  Into  Duluth,  Especially  from 
Over  the  Bay. 

Employment  Agent  White  informs 
The  Herald  that  the  labor  situa- 
tion at  Superior  is  becoming  most  exas- 
perating. Every  day  sees  a  diminution 
of  the  lalx»ring  force  and  men  are  flock- 
ing to  this  side  to  look  for  work.  He 
can  furnish  them  jobs  on  the  Northern 
Pacific  in  Montana  at  $2  per  day,  but  in 
many  cases  they  are  so  hard  up  that 
they  cannot  get  together  the  Si 2  needed 
to  carry  them  to  .Montana. 

\\  ithin  the  past  two  or  three  days  sev- 
eral men  have  returned  from  the  camps 
of  .Shepard,  Siems  &  Co.  who  are  doing 
Great  Northern  work  in  the  far  West. 
They  claim  that  the  contractors  only  pay 
once  in  three  months  and  that  at  the  end 
of  that  time  they  are  shown 
to  be  in  debt  to  the  firm.  This  is 
brought  ab<iut  by  charging  the  men  ex- 
cessive prices  for  supplies.  A  common 
shirt  was  charged  to  one  man  at  $4,50,  a 
pair  of  common  boots  S7  and  tobacco 
S3.50. 

Five  hundred  men  are  said  to  be  get- 
ting back  here  as  best  they  can,  not  hav- 
ing money  coming  to  them  with  which  to 
pay  their  fare  and  not  knowing  that 
Foley  Bros,  are  furnishing  good  wages 
on  the  .Northern  Pacific  not  many  miles 
awa\.

The  following 
telegram  has  been  received  by  Don 
Pedro  Montt,  the  representative  of 
Chilean  insnr,i;ent  party  here,  from 
I(liii(iue: 

"There  has  been  no  battle  in  Cotiiiim- 
bo.  the  only  combat  that  has  taken  plate 
has  been  between  our  vanj,niard  and  the 
rear  j,'uard  of  the  dictator's  army  to  the 
south  of  X'allcner  in  the  valley  of  Huas- 
co'.  In  the  combat  the  troops  of  tho 
dictator  fled.  Our  troops  occupy  the 
whole  province  of  Attacania." 

The  following  «as  received  thismorn- 
in<j:  "Our  army  continues  to  accoutre 
with  the  arms  received  from  Europe. 
Tlie  .s,'reatest  enthusiasm  and  discipline 
reigns.  Lari,'e  numbers  of  volunteers 
come  to  our  ranks  daily.  Supplies  con- 
tinually arrive  by  steamers  from  Cali- 
fornia, F'eru  and  .all  parts  of  the  Pacific. 
Provisions  are  in  abundance  in  kjuiquc. 
The  nitrate  works  are  in  great  activity. 

"From  Santiego  we  are  informed  that 
the  resources  of  Bapnaceda  are  constant- 
ly diminishing.  The  people  arc  terror- 
ized bv  the  continuous  outrages  and 
fusilades  committed.  There  is  great  dis- 
content in  the  dictator  army.  A  few 
days  ago  a  revolution,  was  almost  suc- 
cessful in  Balmacedas  fleet  of  vessels. 
Their  crews  are  impatient  to  join  their 
comrades  who  fight  for  the  constitution 
and  the  laws." 


SUFFERING  IN  MINNESOTA. 

A  Snake  River  Fisherman  Meets  a 
Wilo  Family. 

Pink  City,  Minn.,  July  i6.  -A  fishing 
party  from  this  city  has  just  returned 
from  the  pine  forests  of  Snake  river, 
bringing  with  tiieri  a  wild  woman  and 
her  1 6-year-old  da  ighter.  The  daughter 
tells  a  story  of  terrible  suffering  and  pri- 
vation. 

She  says  that  lli .'  husband  and  father 
of  the  family  was  eaten  by  wolves  while 
he  was  in  an  into>.icated  condition  last 
.March.  Since  that  time  tlie^-  have  had 
no  food  in  their  liouse.  The  three 
younger  children  died  of  starvation  and 
were  cooked  and  eaten  one  by  one  by 
the  mother  and  eldest  daughter.

The  Colorado  Desert  Lake  Explained: 
The  River  Changing  Course. 

San  Francisco,  July  i6.  -The  source 
of  Sallon  lake  is  now  settled.  The  water 
comes  from  the  Colorado  river,  and  a 
newspaper  party  has  just  come  into  Sal- 
ton  from  Yuma,  having  made  the  whole 
distance  in  a  boat.  The  river  had  broken 
through  the  western  banks  at  several 
points  near  Yuma.  This  overflow  filled 
a  large  basin  when  the  second  break  oc- 
curred in  a  ridge  of  hills  south  of  Salton, 
freeing  an  immense  volume  of  water 
through  two  streams  into  Salton  basin 
and  forming  the  present  lake.  The  sa- 
linity of  water  is  explained  by  the  large 
dei)osits  of  salt  in  the  desert.  The  water 
is  Ijnnging  down  an  immense  lot  of  seed 
and  excellent  cattle  food  is  springing  up 
everywhere.  The  desert  will  soon  have 
good  pasturage. 

The  party  left  the  Colorado  river  six 
miles  from  Hanlons  and  turned  north- 
west into  a  wide  slough.  After  proceed- 
ing twenty-five  miles  they  ran  into  a  la- 
guna  of  tlie  Colorado  river  and  this  was 
the  first  place  where  they  saw  water  leav- 
ing the  river.  It  seemecl  to  be  breaking 
oiit  in  many  places  and  the  correspond- 
ent exjjresses  the  opinion  that  the  river 
will  probably  eventually  change  its  chan- 
nel and  throw  a  great  volume  of  water 
in  the  desert.  Further  down  another 
stream  came  in  from  the  lake  and  a  few 
miles  further  on,  still  another.  While 
the  water  seemed  to  be  falling  there  is  a 
great  volume  which  must  apparently 
come  in  and  it  is  believed  that  tlie  chan- 
nel is  permanently  cut  and  that  the 
desert  will  always  contain  water. 


Chicago,  July  15.- The  Howell  Lum- 
ber company,  witi  head  quarters  in  this 
city  antj  interests  ;hroughout  the  West, 
has  failed.  The  bnsiness  was  closed  by 
the  ?"irst  National  bank,  which  hold  a 
?2oo,ooo  mortgage.  The  failure  is  attri- 
buted to  the  the  western  i)ranches  of  the 
business.  The  liabilities  are  $2,000,000. 
Of  this  about  one  half  is  liabilities  the 
firm  incurred  in  its  ordinary  business. 
The  assets  may  reach  $3,000,000.  The 
ex.act  status  of  "the  firm  will  not  be  deter- 
mined for  manv  days,  because  its  inter- 
ests are  widely  scattered.  In  the  mean- 
time the  failure  is  regarded  as  the  heav- 
iest blow  the  lumber  trade  has  experi- 
enced in  a  good  many  years. 

Claims  amounting  to  over  $400,000 
were  telegraphed  to  one  law  firm  at 
Atchinson,  Kansas,  last  night.  These 
consist  of  notes  ot  acceptances  and  are 
held  bv  country  banks  in  nearly  every 
state  east  of  the  Mississippi.  One  Vicks- 
burg  bank  is  on  the  list,  also  a  Memphis 
bank.  A  Utica,  N.  Y.,  bank  sends  claims 
amounting  to  $70,000,  and  another  East- 
ern bank  wants  tc  collect  $80,000.  The 
Western  banks  have  been  mostly  se- 
cured. There  are  Muskegon  creditors 
to  the  amount  of  s75,ooo.  John  Torrent 
holds  about  $30,000  of  this.  The  banks 
have  the  balance. 

The  real  cause  of  the  failure  w?s  the 
suspension  of  J.  H.  Bemis,  of  Jefferson- 
ville,  Texas,  by  whom  the  Howells  lost 
$400,000.  Howe  I's  attorney  estimates 
the  assets  at  $3,(XX),ooo.  They  consist 
mainly  of  lumber  yards  and  real  estate 
in  Illinois,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Texas  and 
Louisiana.  The  f  imaha  yard  of  the  com- 
pany was  sold  Monday  tor  $1 12,000. 

Atchison,  Kas.— W.  R.  Smith,  attorney 
for  George  W.  Howell,  has  made  a  state- 
ment. The  failure  was  caused  in  part 
by  the  failure  of  Jeffersonville  Lumber 
company,  which  vvas  a  debtor  of  the 
Howells  for  $4oo,iX)0,  no  part  of  which 
has  been  paid.  Another  cause  of  failure, 
said  Mr.  Smith,  was  the  sale  of  the 
Omaha  plant  to  C.  L.  Chaffee  for  $112,- 
000,  which  sale  was  wholly  unexpected. 
The  liabilities  of  the  Atchison  branch 
of  the  concern  are  placed  at  about  S250,- 
000. 

The  Howell  Lumber  company  will  try 
and  adjust  its  troubles  and  resume  busi- 
ness. This  determination  is  the  result 
of  a  conference  between  the  president  of 
the  company  S.  K.  Howell  and  the  at- 
torney for  the  concern.  President  How- 
ell said  todav:  "Unless  the  liabilities  of 
the  western  branch  of  the  business  are 
greater  than  we  expect,  I  believe  we 
can  pull  through."

How  Peace  Was  Obtained  at  the  Ocala 
Convention. 
Chicago,  July  16.   -A    Times    special 

from  Kansas  City  says  a  leader  in  the 
Kansas  farmers'  alliance  ranks,  who  was 
also  prominent  in  the  Ocala  national  al- 
liance convention,  gave  out  the  secrets 
of  that  gathering  in  part. 

He  said  that  Dr.  MaCune,  editor  of 
the  Economist,  the  official  organ  of  the 
national  alliance,  and  Congressman 
Livingstone  of 'Atlanta,  went  to  Ocala 
with  bitterness  against  President  Polk.de- 
termined  to  defeat  him  for  a  re-election. 
They  gathered  a  strong  following,  and 
when  charges  were  preferred  against 
them  for  assisting  in  an  attempt  to  elect 
Pat  Calhoun,  the  attorney  of  the  Rich- 
mond Terminal  company  to  the  United 
States  senate  for  a  consideration,  they 
caused  the  countercharges  to  be  made 
against  President  Polk  for  accusing  them, 
alleging  that  in  doing  so  he  he  was  guilty 
of  conduct  unbecoming  an  officer  of  the 
alliance. 

These  complaints  were  referred  to  a 
committee  of  thirty-two,  made  up  of  three 
classes,  Polk  partisans,  Livingstone  and 
MaCune  partisans,  and  who  were  anxious 
to  whitewasb  both  if  necessary  for  the 
good  of  the  order.

About  1 1  o'clock  this  forenoon  an 
plosion  occurred  at  the  station  of 
Duluth  Electric  Light  and  Power  com- 
pany, Michigan  street  and  First  avenue 
west,  which  caused  probably  fatal  in- 
juries to  one  man,  Louis  Hubcr.  He  is 
a  Hungarian  of  28  years,  and  had  been 
employed  for  some  time  as  fireman. 

The  force  of  the  explosion  was  so 
great  that  the  poor  fellow's  pantaloons 
and  drawers,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
shreds,  were  torn  off.  His  hair  was  also 
burned  into  an  ugly  mat  and  his  mous- 
tache was  also  burned  off.  The  explo- 
sion was  heard  several  blocks  away. 

The  accident  happened  thus,  accord- 
ing to  the  stories  of  G.  V.  Burgess,  who 
is  in  charge  of  the  station,  Engineer 
John  Shelley  and  John  Garhart, 
and  other  employes.  Garhart  and  Hu- 
ber  were  getting  one  of  the  boilers  ready 
for  use.  It  had  no  fire  under  it.  They 
were  on  top  and  Huber  h.ad  stepped 
down  into  the  manhole  to  lift  the  iron 
cover  out.  By  so  doing  he  allowed 
certain  gases  to  tscape  and  these  were 
ignited  by  a  candle.  The  explosion  sent 
Huber  flying  to  the  ceiling,  whereupon 
he  fell  back  upon  the  brickwork  and 
from  there  to  the  floor.

The  Result  of  a  Riot. 

San  Dir.(;o,  Cal.,  July  16.  -The  five 
sailors  from  the  Charleston  who  were  in- 
jured in  a  riot  Tuesday  are  getting  well. 
The  autopsy  of  the  dead  sailor,  Joseph 
Brown,  showed  he  died  from  concussion 
of  the  brain,  caused  by  the  blow  of  a 
club.  Brown  who  was  25  years  of  age, 
had  been  with  the  Charleston  ever  since 
she  haci  been  in  commission. 

The  five  deputy  marshals  arrested  for 
the  murder  of  Seaman  Brown,  of  Charles- 
ton, were  before  the  coroner's  jury  yes- 
terday and  fully  identified  as  the  nien 
who  committed  the  assault  on  the  sailors. 
'The  evidence  shows  that  the  sailors 
were  on  their  way  to  their  ship  at  the 
time  of  the  assault  and  they'  had  hired  a 
boat  to  ferry  them  over.  The  two  other 
assaulting  deputies  are  supposed  to  have 
crossed  the  iXIexican  line. 


Wheelmen  in  Detroit. 
Dktroit,  Mich.,  July  16.  -There  .are 
fully  5000  wheelmen  now  in  the  city, 
representing  almost  all  the  leading 
clubs  in  the  country.

Fatalities  in  Pittsburgh. 
PiTT.SHVRGH,  July  16. -During  last 
night  there  was  a  remarkable  series  of 
fatalities  at  Rankins,  ten  miles  from 
Pittsburgh.  A  man  committed  suicide, 
the  house  he  lived  in  burned  down  from 
a  lamp  explosion  and  two  children  were 
cremated,  and  later,  as  two  men  were 
searching  among  the  ruins,  a  chimney 
fell,  killiiig  one  and  fatally  injuring  the 
other.  The  dead  are:  David  Bell, 
suicide;  Robert  McGrettan,  .aged  47. 
burned;  Charles  McGrattan,  .aged  10, 
burned;  Harry  Rowe,  killed  by  falling 
chimney;  Petre  Knee,  fatally  injured. 


The  information  has  reached  the  outer 
world  that  the  city  government  is  not  at 
all  averse  to  a  project  lately  in.augurated 
looking  to  the  bringing  of  a  new  street 
railway  company  here  in  order  to  fur- 
nish better  facilities  for  getting  about  the 
city. 

From  time  to  time  the  city  government 
has  ordered  lines  in  on  various  streets 
and  avenues,  and  the  Duluth  Street  Rail- 
way company  has  in  no  case  complied 
with  the  order  or  paid  any  attention  to 
to  them.  Thus  on  several  thoroughfares 
the  Duluth  Street  Railway  company  has 
forfeited  its  exclusive  right  to  run  lines, 
and  it  would  require  the  opening  of  only 
a  few  more  streets  to  general  competi- 
tion and  public  enterprise  in  order  to 
give  a  new  company  a  large  and  excel- 
lent field  for  operation. 

The  streets  thus  far  forfeited  are  Gar- 
field avenue.  Piedmont  avenue.  Fourth 
street  west  from  Sixth  avenue  east  and 
Lake  avenue.  Within  a  short  time  there 
is  a  probability  that  action  will  be  taken 
bv  the  citv  toward  ordering  the  present 
company  to  put  in  a  line  through  the 
whole  length  of  First  street,  a 
distance  of  about  six  miles. 
Of  course  the  company  will  not 
comply,  as  it  would  thus  parallel  its  own 
Superior  street  line,  though  there  is  and 
has  been  for  several  years  demand  for 
and  agitation  over  a  first  street  line  and  a 
proposition  was  before  the  council  two 
years  ago  asking  a  right  there  by  local 
capitalists.  If  a  line  is  ordered  on  First 
street  and  the  present  companv  forfeits 
its  rights  then  under  its  franchise  .any 
new  company  would  be  afforded  an  ex- 
cellent opportnnity  to   come   in. 

The  recent  action  of  the  street  railway 
people  with  regard  to  its  proposed  Lake- 
side extension  has  caused  tne  govern- 
ment to  renew  its  attention  to  the  scheme 
outlined  above.  The'council  is  bound  to 
have  more  lines  on  tne  hill  and  else- 
where and  is  determined  to  adopt  a  lib- 
eral policy  in  order  to  get  them.

ALL  FOR  itri.riH. 
The  citizens  meeting,'  in  the  chamber 
of  commerce  rtnims  yesterday  afternoon, 
attended  by  over  a  hundred  people,  dis- 
played a  spirit  and  enthusiasm  seldom 
shown  in  Duluth.  The  purpose  was  to 
formulate  some  definite  plan  for  a  gen- 
eral terminal  system  which  should  re- 
move the  necessity  for  voting  bonds  to 
the  Mesaba,  by  offering  all  roads  an  en- 
trance to  the  city  at  a  nominal  charge  to 
cover  interest  on  the  investment  and  the 
expense  of  maintaining  the  terminal 
line. 

In  the    course    of    the  meeting  it   de- 
veloped   that    the    Mesaba    proposition 
will  have  to  be    amended  to    make    the 
county    sufficiently  secure    in   its  rights, 
and    representatives    of    that   road    ex- 
pressed their  purpose  of    making    such 
amendments.     Mr.    Lon    Merritt  stated 
further  that  whenever  a  definite  proposi- 
tion for  a  general  terminal  system  is  pre- 
sented in  good  faith  to   the   county,    the 
Mesaba  folks  will  at  once  withdraw  their 
proposition  for  bonds  and  give  the    gen- 
eral     question      right-of-way      at      the 
polls.        A      committee      to      prepare 
such    a    scheme      was    provided      for 
and  another  meeting  will  be    held    in   a 
few  days  at   which    something    tangible 
may  be  expected.     Messrs.  W.  H.Fisher 
and  D.  H.  Merritt  of  the  Winnipeg  road 
last  night  assured  the  writer  that  all  they 
ask  of  Duluth  is  a  chance    to    pull    her 
latch  string  and  they  will  come    in    and 
throw  their  influence  with  our  city.     Mr. 
Fisher  went  so  far  as  to    say    he    would 
guarantee  two  more  roads    would    come 
in  over  the  terminals  within  two  years  if 
the  system  were  immediately  established. 
In  all  this  there  is  no  wrangling  of  in- 
terests.   All  want    the    same  thing,  and 
the  whole  matter  resolves    itself    into  a 
mere  question  of  method.   The  one  great 
obstacle  is  what  might  be  termed    a  mis- 
prison of  confidence.    There  was  in  yes- 
terday's meeting  a  feeling  of  suspicion, 
mostly  unexpressed,  but  nevertheless  ap- 
parent, that  reminded    one   of    the  first 
week    in      a    granger    legislature.     But 
the        time        for        this       is        past. 
The   citizens    of     Duluth   should 
each    other    too    well  to  entertain 
doubtful  sentiments.      There  was 
plain  talk  yesterday,  and  it  was  best  that 
we  had  it.      The    atmosphere  is    better 
because  of  the    little    thunder  claps  that 
were  heard.    As  a    result,    it  was  shown 
that  the  county    cannot    go  into  the  rail- 
road business  for  itself,  but  can  only  act 
as  an  aider  and  abettor  in  the  undertak- 
ing.   There  must  be  a  terminal  company 
formed  which  the   county,  by  holding    a 
majority  of  the  stock  in  the  hands    of    a 
trustee,    could    forever     control.      The 
present  terminal  company,   with    which 
John      A.    Willard,      O.     H.     .Siinonds, 
D.    H.    Merritt,    A.    Harrington,    C.  E. 
Lovett  and  others  are  connected,  would 
be  glad  to  consolidate  their  interests  in 
some  way  with  the  new  enterprise.     It  is 
idle  to  suspect  everyone  of  an  unworthy 
motive.    The  county  can  secure  the  best 
legal  talent  and  make  the  whole  matter 
as  safe  and   secure  as  our  park  system. 
If    their  interests    are    not    wanted,  no 
power  on  earth  but  a  vote  of  the  people 
can  force  the  county  to  go  into  a  losing 
game.     Everything  is  in  our  own  hands, 
and   a   simple,  definite,  well-understood 
proposition       could        be        prepared 
in  ten  days  for         submis- 

sion at  the  polls.  The  Mesaba  folks 
say  in  no  uncertain  words  that  if  this  be 
done  they  will  not  stand  in  the  way.  The 
Winnipeg  folks  who  have  as  yet  no  en- 
tangling alliances  elsewhere,  are  equally 
emphatic  in  annttuncing  that  a  general 
terminal  will  bring  them  and  their  busi- 
ness to  Duluth.  We  have  power  as  a 
county  to  bond  to  5  per  cent  of  our  $43,- 
000,000  assessed  valuation.  Half  a  mil- 
lion is  all  that  is  wanted.  The  people 
see  the  need  of  a  terminal  and  are  eager 
to  vote  for  the  proposition.  The  feeling 
is  ripe  for  action.     Why  longer  delay? 
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ters  of  that  undertaking  that  they  re- 
ceived $4700,  just  what  they  had  expend- 
ed, and  the  Eastern  then  paid  an  ex- 
orbitant price  to  the  owners  of  the  abut- 
ting property  for  the  thirty-foot  alley  in 
which  the  city  gave  a  right-of-way.  Thus 
the  city  merely  vacated  an  alley 
in  return  for  connection  with 
the  entire  Hill  system,  while 
property  owners  were  considerably 
enriihed  and  the  Eastern  road  to  that  ex- 
tent impoverished  by  the  enterprise.  The 
city  could  have  used  it  as  an  alley  with- 
out paying  damages,  and  as  the  property 
owners  retained  all  they  actually  occu- 
pied before  with  a  neat  little  bundle  for 
the  alley  they  could  not  otherwise  have 
sold,  no  one  seems  to  have  been  harmed. 
The  feeling  has  been  quite  general  that 
the  least  said  about  the  matter  the  better 
It  would  be  for  all  concerned,  as  a  dis- 
cussion might  compromise  prominent 
and  respected  citizens.  From  such  facts 
as  we  have  gathered.  The  Herald  does  not 
believe  the  prominent  and  respected 
citizens  in  question  are  a  band  of  pirates, 
nor  that  a  profound  distrust  should  rest 
upon  them.  Hut  if  our  information  is  in- 
correct in  any  essential,  and  the  gentle- 
men connected  with  the  old  terminal 
are  as  bad  as  some  have  honestly  sus- 
pected, it  is  time  for  public  opinion  to 
bring  in  its  indictment.  Some  of  us  ex- 
pect to  live  here  a  long  time.and  we  ought 
to  know  whom  of  our  fellow  pilgrims  we 
can  trust.  The  Herald  never  eulogizes, 
but  it  takes  a  constant  delight  in  exoner- 
ating the  pushers  of  Duluth. 

THE  AMENDK  HONORABLK. 

.^  pleasant  little  incident  that  needn't 
have  happened  if  the  captain  of  the  Al- 
cona had  been  reading  The  Herald,  oc- 
curred yesterday.  Harbor  Master  Skil- 
lings,  of  Superior,  who  is  ex-officio 
an  editorial  attache  of  the  Telegram, 
was  notified  on  the  ist  of  July  to  put  out 
buoys  to  guide  vessels  into  that  haven  of 
rest.  His  work  was  faithfully  and  la- 
boriously performed,  and  the  world  was 
notified  that  Superior  was  ready  to  re- 
ceive its  commerce.  Yesterday  the  Al- 
cona ventured  in,  but  is  spite 
of  buoys  and  guides,  and  pilots 
and  red  lights  on  the  shore, 
was  soon  stuck  in  the  mud.  Help  from 
Duluth  was  summoned,  and  after  con- 
siderable effort,  she  was  again  put 
afloat.  The  Herald  notes  this  incident 
merely  as  an  historic  fact,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  correcting  a  former  misstate- 
ment. We  said  a  week  ago  that  four 
vessels  had  entered  and  one  gone  out  at 
the  Superior  entrance  with  a  total  of 
550  arrivals.

The  total  number  of 
arrivals  is  now  about  700.  The  Herald 
prides  itself  on  its  accuracy,  and  there- 
tor  this  correction.

To  the  Editor  of  The  1 1  erald : 

A  stranger  stepping  for  the  first  time 
into  West  Duluth  may  imagine  that  he 
sees  it  as  it  was  never  seen  before,  which, 
nhilosonhically  considered,  may  be  true, 
liut  daily  scores  and  huntlreds  are,  for 
the  first  time,  opening  their  eyes  to  such 
glad  and  wondrous  vision.  For  one  the 
writer  is  wellnigh  appalled  at  what  he 
here  witnesses  the  signs  of  public 
growth,  the  beauty  of  situation  and  the 
activity  and  growth  witnessed  on  every 
hand.  One  can  hardly  believe  that  all 
this  is  but  a  three  years'  development. 

As,  the  other  evening,  1  walked  the 
streets  under  bright  electric  lights  anti 
mid  the  hum  of  business  that  would  not 
be  hushed  even  at  nightfall,  it  seemed 
almost  as  if  1  were  in  fairyland.  But  no, 
1  was  simply  confronting  a  living,  pul- 
sating fact,  one  of  the  grand  phenomena 
of  the  nineteenth  century  in  our  North- 
west.

There  are  just  two  objections  to  the  re- 
election of  Governor  Campbell  in  Ohio.

Another  Ventilator. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

After  reading  the  long  communication 
of  Wm.  C.  White,  president  of  the  school 
board,  it  is  apparent  that  he  misstates 
some  facts  and  suppresses  others  in  or- 
der to  justify  the  action  of  his  board.  He 
says  that  about  three  weeks  ago  bids 
were  opened  for  the  heating  and  vent- 
lation  of  the  Emerson  building  upon  a 
plan  adopted  by  the  board  after  months 
of  careful  study,  but  he  omits  to  state 
that  this  plan  was  the  work  of  a  heating 
and  ventilating  engineer  of  Chicago  em- 
ployed by  the  board  and  that  it  was  upon 
his  plans  and  specifications  that  the 
board  invited  bids.  These  specifications 
expressly  state  that  the  contractor  shall 
make  no  changes  therein  except  upon  a 
written  order.  Where,  therefore,  does 
Mr.  White's  second  expert,  so  called, 
come  in?  Was  it  not  sufficient  for  the 
board  to  have  already  employed  one  ex- 
pert and  to  adopt  his  plans  "after  months 
of  careful  study,"  and  does  .Mr.  White 
forget  that  this  Chicago  expert  must  be 
paid  from  S400  to  $500  for   his   services? 

If  .Mr.  White  is  not  more  accurate  in 
his  statement  of  other  facts  than  in  those 
pertaining  to  the  expert  character  of 
Wentworth  &  Co.  in  the  matter  of  me- 
chanical ventilation,  he  would  do  well  to 
give  his  subject  investigation.  He  states 
that  Wentworth  &  Co.  have  heated  and 
ventilated  twenty  or  thirty  school  houses 
in  the  Northwest.  This  is  nonsense. 
There  are  not  so  many  school  houses  in 
the  Northwest  heated  and  ventilated  by 
this  system,  and  the  Wentworths  are  only 
one  of  many  firms. 

Mr.  White  lays  stress  upon  the  fact 
that  Dwyer  Bros,  had  "no  offers  to  make 
on  anv  system  not  mapped  out  by 
others.''  What  right  had  they  to  do  so? 
The  bids  called  for  were  upon  the  sys- 
tem marked  out  by  their  Chicago  expert, 
and  the  contractor  was  forbidden  to 
make  any  changes  therein.  In  conclu- 
sion 1  may  add  that  if  Dwyer  Bros,  did 
not  offer  references  as  to  their  ability  in 
heating  and  ventilating,  it  was  probably 
because  none  were  called  for.

There  miijht  have  been  seen  seen  yes- 
terday on  our  streets  a  most  venerable 
old  gentleman,  into  whose  life  are  inter- 
woven nianyof  the  most  important  events 
in  the  history  of  this  wonderful  city.  And 
yet  he  never  lived  here.  It  was  none 
other  than  lion.  \\  m.  L.  r>anninij,  after 
whom  the  n«wmuch-talked-of  "Uanninijs 
Line"  was  nan-wnl.  Gen.  Manning's  name 
will  always  be  inseparably  linked  with 
the  history  of  the  St.  Paul  ^^  Puluth 
road,  of  which,  when  it  was  known  as 
the  Lake  Superior  &  Mississippi,  he  was 
the  tirst  president. 

Althousjh  sufferin^Lj  considerably  from 
asthma,  the  general  yesterday  became  so 
warmed  up  m  his  conversation  concern- 
mii  Duluth  that  he  could  not  desist  from 
leliinj;  the  writer  about  the  early  strujjjjle 
ot  the  people  of  this  section  for  com- 
mercial freedom.  There  was  nothing  of 
egotism  in  what  he  said.  Kverything 
was  subservient  to  the^ne  grand  idea  of 
how  Chicago's  yoke  was  thrown  off. 

"It  is  now  thirty-eight  years,"  said   he, 
"since    congress    voted    to    give  a  land 
grant  to  a  company   which   should  build 
a  railroiid  tVom  Duluth  through  St.  Paul 
to  some  point    on  the    L'nion  Pacific    in 
Nebraska.     Two  companies  incorporated 
under    the     territorial    government    of 
Mmnesota  were  at  once   in  the  lield    for 
the    grant,    and    a    warm    tight  ensued, 
"which  later  developed  into    one    of  per- 
sonal as  well  as    f^olitical  abuse.    Well, 
■after  we  hail  been  years    »n    having  that 
;grunt    passcil    by    «T>ngress,    this    tight 
<:aused  a  delay    of    fourteen  years,    and 
tinally  the  act  Was  repealed. 

"See  what  the  railroad  situation  was 
in  the  West  thirty-eight  years  ago.  The 
railroad  had  reachetl  Chicago  from  the 
East,  and  then  it  began  pushing  out 
5roni  that  point  in  all  directions.  It 
reached  St.  Paul  from  Chicago  and  be- 
■gan  to  draw  heavily  on  this  Js'orthwest- 
«em  country,  all  to  the  great  benefit  of 
"Chicago.  The  people  of  St. 
Paul  and  Minnesota  in  general  saw- 
that  if  they  could  get  a  line  from 
the  head  of  Lake  Superior  to  the  Union 
Pacific  in  Nebraska  the  transcontinental 
traffic  would  bediverted  this  way  instead 
of  going  to  Chicago.  It  was  the  inten- 
tion to  run  feeders  out  into  the  <j^rain 
country  on  either  side,  which  plan  if  car- 
ried out  would  have  furnished  great 
traffic  for  the  main  line. 

"But  the  tight  over  the  grant  inter- 
fered with  this  scheme  and  for  fourteen 
years  Chicago  rapidly  threw  out  her 
Tailroads  over  the  Northwest.  Finally 
•after  a  great  struggle,  we  were  success- 
ful in  connecting  St.  Paul  with  Duluth 
■by  the  Lake  Superior  and  Mississippi 
railroad.  But  it  was  a  starving  game  for 
many  years.  It  is  easy  enough 
to  see  why.  The  people  of 
St.  Paul  and  Slinneapolis  wanted  to 
patronize  it,  but  did  not  dare  to,  because 
of  tlie  grasp  the  Chicago  roads  had. 
They  paid  the  Chicago  roads  51.50  a  bar- 
rel to  lake  flour  to  Chicago  when  the 
rate  to  Duluth  was  only  twenty-tive  cents. 
If  they  patronized  the  Duluth  road  the 
Chicago  roads  would  refuse  to  haul 
their  wheat  and  in  winter  to  haul  their 
tlour.  We  lacked  the  roads  that 
would  work  in  harmony  with  the  Duluth 
road.  Finally  the  Northern  Pacihc  land 
^ant  assured  us  a  big  line  across  the 
continent,  which  could  bring  us  wheat 
and  make  us  independent  of  the  South- 
ern roads.  That  was  the  real  beginning 
of  the  connnercial  independence  of  Min- 
nesota and  from  that  day  Duluth  has 
made  wonderful  strides. 

"Am  I  pleased  with  Duluths  progress? 
Yes,  indeed,  young  man.  We  used  to 
make  great  prophecies  in  the  early  days 
and  are  more  than  realizing  their  fulfil- 
ments. Chicago  is  aw  ay  ahead  of  Duluth, 
but  I  still  believe  that  only  one  city  in 
this  country,  and  that  is  New  York,  will 
ultimatelv  be  ahead  of  Duluth  in  popu- 
lation. That  delay  of  fifteen  years 
caused  by  the  tight  over  the  land  grant 
greatly  aided  Chicago  at  the  expense 
of  l)uhith.  1  have  not  the  least  doubt 
Duluth  would  today  be  larger  than  Chi- 
cago had  the  transcontinental  rail- 
road been  originallv  built  from  Duluth 
as  it  might. 

"Contemplate  the  vastness  of  Duiuth's 
territory  and  vou  must  be  most  forcibly 
impressed  with  the  opportunities  Du- 
luth has  in  a  commercial  way.  \\'hv, 
there  are  five  states  up  here  in  the  North- 
west, each  larger  than  several  Pennsyl- 
vanias,  that  must  send  their  products 
Fast  exclusively  through  Duluth.  Chi- 
cago has  a  larger  territory  but  it  is  small 
as  compared  w  ith  that  of  Duluth.  which 
reaches  to  California  and  the  fertile  re- 
Xi<'>ns  of  the  Canadian  Northwest.  For 
seven  years  I  might  say  thai  I  hardly 
slept,  so  anxious  was  1  for  the  emanci- 
pation of  this  Northwestern  country 
Irom  bondage  to  Chicago. 

"Duluth  is  doing  grandly.  It  is  only 
a  few  years  since  I  saw  this  land  which 
is  cornmaiding  Siooo  a  front  foot  bring- 
ing only  53  an  acre.  You  have  only  be- 
gun to  grow  and  be  prosperous."

.\  new  corporation  that  will  be  known 
as  the  Swedish  "Free  Press  Publishing 
company"  was  organized  last  evening. 
Capital,  §10,000.  Directors  are  John 
Williams,  president;  Wm.  Carlson,  vice- 
president,  and  treasurer;  C.  (i.  Nelson, 
secretary.  Additional  members  are 
John  Hrand  and  H.  Ciilinark,  Tower. 
The  object  of  the  corporation  is  the  pub- 
lishing of  an  independent  Sweilish 
weekly,  of  which  Per  Larke  becomes 
editor.  Mr.  Larke  leaves  for  the  Twin 
cities  tonight  with  the  object  of  securin>' 
an  outfit.  The  paper  will  be  issued 
about  .Vug.  1,  the  next  meeting  of  tlirec- 
tors  on  the  i  ith  ol  the  same  month. 

This  makes  four  Scandinavian  weekly 
newspapers  in  Duluth.  The  new  paper 
will  absorb  a  weekly  now  published  in 
Northern  Michigan,  and  will  become  the 
official  organ  of  the  Scandinavian  Mutual 
Benefit  association  of  America,  an  or- 
ganization started  a  few  years  ago  in 
Northern  Michigan,  and  which  now  has 
over  jooo  members.  It  is  particularly 
strong  in  Duluth,  .Ashland,  Sui>erior, 
Tower  and  F.lv,  ami  lias  lodges  in  most 
of  the  Michigan  mining  towns.  It  is 
solelv  what  its  name  indicates,  a  purely 
beneficial  organization,  chiefly  of  young 
Scandinavians,  and  it  is  growing.

Cox  Brothers  Up  for  Violatiner  that 
Queer  Ordinance. 

The  police  for  some  time  have  been 
after  Cox  Brothers,  who  keep  a  meat 
market  at  First  avenue  cast  and  Supe- 
rior street  and  this  morninf,ahcv  broii<rht 
them  up.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
some  time  ago  a  local  meat  dealer  was 
compelled  to  iiay  a  fine  in  municipal 
:ourt  for  peddling  meat  from  a  wagon. 
The  matter  was  taken  to  the  supreme 
court  and  only  a  few  davs  ago  the  lower 
ourt's  decision  was  affirmed.  The 
supreme  court  held  that  cut-

San  Antonio,  Tex.,  July  17.-  Mr.  S.  P. 
Lawson,  a  prominent  stock  man  of  Dem- 
inj^,  N.  M.,  region,  arrived  here  yester- 
day and  gives  a  personal-knowledge  ac- 
count of  grasshopper  ravages. 

"The  grasshoppers,"  said  Mr.  Lawson, 
"are  not  doing  any  damage  in  my  section 
of  the  country.

Some  consider  them  the 
seventeen  year  locusts  which  ravaged 
the  West  during  the  70's.  The  locusts 
are  moving  east  and  north  in  two  swarms, 
devouring  the  grass  on  the  ranges  and 
leaving  the  alkali  bare.  They  have 
stripped  the  vegetation  and  leaves  of 
trees  and  left  nothing  but  the  dry  alkali 
earth."

Aniwa,  Wis.,  July  17.— ^The  plant  of 
the  Aniwa  Manufacturing  company  was 
totally  destroyed  by  fire  this  morning.

The  Death  of  Five  Men  and  the  Iryury 
of  Others. 
Last  night's  storm  at  Superior  was 
even  worse  than  the  reports  of  last 
night's  special  Herald  made  iL  In  all 
i\ve  men  were  killed  by  the  falling  of  the 
new  Beerlacher  hotel  there.  About 
twenty-five  men  had  gathered  in  the 
building  to  seeek  refuge  from  the  rain 
and  wind  when  it  collapsed,  falling  level 
with  the  earth.  Herman  Rossey,  26 
years,  was  taken  out  dead.  Both  legs 
were  broken  and  a  board  had  [liert  cd 
his  lung.  John  Schofield,  a^ed  29,  both 
legs  broken,  died  shortly  after  being 
taken  out.  Charles  Lucius,  aged  24, 
died  after  being  taken  out,  both  legs 
were  broken.  John  Lawrer,  married  and 
aged  36,  was  taken  out  dead. 

Besides  these  four  are  severely  in- 
jured, one  of  them  John  Long  will  die 
today,  and  half  a  dozen  more  are  badly 
hurt.  Assistant  Chief  Kellog,  of  the  fire 
department  had  his  leg  broken.  So  thick 
was  the  debris  that  it  was  three  hours 
before  the  last  body  was  reached. 

Several  boating  and  excursion  parties 
of  Duluth  were  out  in  the  storm,  but 
none  suffered  anything  more  than  a  se- 
vere wetting  and  a  scare. 

I)uring  the  storm  a  horse  belonging  to 
the  street  railway  company  was  killed  at 
Twelfth  avenue  east,  where  workmen 
were  engaged  putting  in  the  teniporary 
line  connecting  the  Superior  with  the 
Fourth  street  line.  When  the  storm  be- 
came severest  the  driver  unhitched  his 
team  to  drive  to  a  place  of  shelter.  As 
he  drove  off.  one  of  the  horses  stepped 
upon  a  wire  near  a  large  coil  lying  on 
the  ground.  This  wire  was  connected 
with  the  guy,  which  had  fallen  on  the 
trolley  and  was  thereby  charged.

Capt.  .Alex.  McDougall  announces 
that  it  is  his  intention  to  secure  a  share 
of  the  money  offered  by  the  United  .States 
government  in  subsidies  for  various  ves- 
sels to  be  built  for  carrying  the  mails  to 
Europe,  South  America,  Japan,  Australia 
and  New  Zealand. 

"I  was  down  to  Washington  five  times 
1,-ist  winter  in  the  interest  of  the  Far- 
quhar  subsidy  bill,"  said  the  captain, 
"and  it  came  within  three  votes  of  pass- 
ing.    I  consider  the  Farquhar  bill  as  far 

better  than  the  Frey  bill,  which  passed. 
There  is  one  thing  I  objected  to  very 
strongly  before  the  committee,  the  speci- 
fying the  details  as  to  the  construc- 
tion of  the  vessels  and  their  equip- 
ment. They  ought  to  leave  that 
to  the  builders  and  then  choose  the  best 
vessel.  Why  should  they  specify  the 
kind  of  engines  to  be  used?  There  is  a 
possibilit\  that  within  a  very  short  time 
electricity  will  be  used  to  propel  vessels. 
We  will  submit  bids  within  the  time 
allowed,  which  expires  Oct.  26  next.  Our 
Capt.  Harris,  who  is  an  able  naval  com- 
mander, has  been  given  charge  of  the 
matter.  I  can.  of  course,  speak  only  in 
a  general  way  in  regard  to  the  subject, 
but  we  think  we  can  furnish  the  govern- 
ment swift  vessels  and  most  serviceable 
ones.  We  can  build  vessels  in  our  yards 
when  we  get  the  Pacific  coast  yard 
ready  faster  than  all  the  navy  yards  of 
the  country  combined." 

According  to  Postmaster  General 
Wanamaker's  specifications  issued  only 
yesterday  absolutely  new  service  is  in- 
vited for  trans-Atlantic  lines  from  New 
York,  Boston  and  Baltimore;  a  line  to 
Buenos  Ayres  from  New  York  and  an- 
other from  Philadelphia;  a  line  from 
Tampa  to  \'enezuela  and  Eastern  South 
America;  also  from  New  Orleans  and 
Galveston  to  Aspinwall,  calling  at  ports 
on  the  north  coast  of  Central  America 
and  ports  on  the  Spanish  main; 
also  a  new  line  from  San 
F'rancisco  to  Chile  and  one 
from  Seattle  or  Tacoma  to  China  and 
Japan,  and  one  from  .San  Francisco  to 
Melbourne  and  Auckland.  Arrange- 
ments are  made  to  reduce  the  service 
between  Brazil  and  New  York  from 
twentv-five  to  nineteen  days  and  between 
Panama  and  .San  Francisco  six  days. 
Five  new  boats  of  the  first  class  will  be 
needed,  seventeen  of  the  second,  five  of 
the  third  and  four  of  the  fourth.  The 
aggregate  tonnage  is  154,000  and  the 
probable  cost  $30,000,000.  The  first  class 
vessels  must  be  of  not  less  than  8000 
tons  register  and  twenty  knots  an  hour 
in  ordinary  weather;  the  second  class 
5000  tons  and  sixteen  knots;  the  third 
class  2500  tons  and  fourteen  knots  and 
the  fourth  class  1500  ton*  and  twelve 
knots.

In  the  interval  while  an  effort  to  per- 
fect a  general  terminal  system  for  Du- 
luth is  being  made,  and  the  \!esaba 
proposition  for  county  bonds  is  quietly 
wrapped  in  statu  quo,  it  is  fitting  thit 
the  advantages  of  such  a  line  to  the  iron 
country  should  be  kept  before  the  peo- 
ple, to  the  end  that  our  hopes  may  in  no 
event  suffer  total  annihilation.  A  few 
points  may  therefore  be  presented  to  be 
emphasized  in  future  if  the  proposition 
comes  to  a  vote. 

Duluth  claims,  .ind  justly  so,  the  richest 
iron  mines  in  the  world.  These  mines 
are  in  St.  Louis  county.  They  have  been 
operated  for  eight  years.  Several  mil- 
lion tons  have  been  taken  down  the 
lakes,  but  not  a  ton  has  been  shipped 
from  Duluth.  the  only  port  of  the  county 
and  the  greatest  in  the  interior  of  the 
continent. 

The  Mes;iba  road  would  within  two  or 
three  years  bring  a  vast  amount  of  ore  to 
our  docks.  This  would  mean  the 
loading  of  from  one  to  four  or  live  ves- 
sels a  day,  thus  giving  much  employment 
to  lal)or  in  Duluth. 

It  would  mean  more  shipping  on  the 
lakes,  cheaper  rates  on  coal  and  other  up 
freight,  the  distribution  of  thousands  of 
dollars  among  the  toiling  classes,  which 
is  the  best  possible  distribution,  and  by 
developing  the  upper  part  of  the  coun- 
ty would  create  a  new  demand  for  sup- 
plies, thus  increasing  the  trade  of  Du- 
luth. 

It  would  by  giving  them  a  convenient 
market,  offer  inducements  to  farmers  to 
settle  upon  our  fertile,  but  now  inaccessi- 
ble acres,  and  would  build  up  a 
local  supply  for  the  demands  of  our  city, 
thus  retaining  at  home  thousands  of  dol- 
lars that  are  now  sent  away. 

It  would  by  establishing  a  competing 
line,  add  to  the  value  of  every  ton  of  ore 
with  which  our  hills  are  burdened,  and 
give  back  to  property  owners  in  a  single 
season  when  in  full  operation  more  than 
the  county  is  asked  to  advance  as  a 
temporary  aid  to  the  undertaking. 

It  would,  by  bringing  ore  to  our  water 
front,  stimulate  various  industries  in 
which  iron  is  a  factor,  and  tend  to  build 
up  a  greater  Pittsburgh  in  the  suburbs 
of  Duluth. 

It  would  by  increasing  the  population 
and  development  of  the  county  greatly 
add  to  our  tu.xable  wealth,  thus  helping 
to  bear  the  cost  of  government  and  more 
than  offsetting  the  5  per  cent  interest  on 
the  bonds  now  asked  to  be  voted. 

It  is  not  extravagant  to  say  that  such  a 
line  would  add  10,000  population  to  our 
county  in  three  or  four  years,  and  this, 
with  Duluth's  struggle  for  political  rec- 
ognition and  representation,  is  not  to  be 
overlooked.  In  two  vears  another  legis- 
lative  apportionment  will  be  made,  and 
by  pushing  our  population  and  our 
claims,  we  shall  soon  have  our  long  de- 
ferred rights. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  many  ad- 
vantages that  must  be  felt  by  all.  If  the 
terminal  .scheme  cannot  be  f»erfected, 
shall  we  then  take  nothing,  and  ask 
Providence  for  an  extension  of  time  to 
become  a  city.'  Have  we  not  already 
delayed  long  enough?  Did  not  Mr. 
IJanning  yesterday  point  out  in  these 
columns  how  expensive  past  delay  and 
dissensions  have  been  to  us?  Why, 
then,  shall  we  refuse  what  we  have  the 
power  immediately  to  make  our  own?  It 
is  said  that  the  promoters  are  poor. 
Were  not  tho  promoters  of  the 
old  Mississippi  &  Superior  road,  now 
the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth,  also  poor  when 
we  let  them  in?  And  if  they  are  poor, 
then  their  petition  is  an  honorable  one, 
and  shouhl  be  answered  as  becomes  an 
honorable  and  enterprising  people. 
They  come  not  as  monopolists  and  po- 
tentates bleeding  the  taxpayers  for  abag 
of  money  to  squander  in  their  own  ex- 
travagant and  licentious  habits,  but  as 
men  who  have  earnestly  endeavored 
through  their  own  resources  to  construct 
the  proposed  line,  and  now  in  the  strin- 
gency of  the  money  market  have  asked 
the  county  to  aid  itself  by  aiding  them, 
giving  it  stock  in  the  road  for  the  money 
it  advances  in  their  behalf.  There  need  be 
no  doubt  as  to  the  rights  of  the  county. 
The  terms  of  the  aid  can  be  made  dert- 
nite  and  conditional,  and  in  such  way 
that  every  cent  will  return  to  the  people. 


That  standby  of  Duluth.  and  bundle 
of  historic  facts  connected  with  our 
early  history.  Commodore  Saxton,  wants 
The  Herald  to  correct  a  statement  made 
yesterday  in  an  interview  with  (ien.  W. 
L.  llanning.  The  latter  was  not,  as 
stated,  the  first  president  of  the  Lake 
Superior  &  .Mississippi  road  now  the  St. 
Paul  &  Duluth.  That  honor  belongs  to 
Lyman  Dayton,  of  St.  Paul,  who  was  not 
only  the  tirst  president  of  the  road,  but 
its  early  financial  backbone.  He  was 
made  president,  Commodore  .Saxton 
recollects,  in  1862,  and  continued  in  that 
office  uhtil  he  died.  The  Herald  is  glad 
to  make  this  correction  as  it  believes  that 
these  historic  facts  are  of  value  and  that 
the  time  will  come  when  they  will  be 
eagerly  sought  for  and  carefully  pre- 
served. 


The  election  for  members  of  the  school 
board  for  the  Duluth  school  district 
which  under  the  new  law  includes  our 
populous  suburbs,  will  be  held  tomorrow. 
Much  interest  is  manifested  and  a  fair 
vote  is  likely  to  be  polled.  Saturday  ev- 
ening by  the  time  the  returns  are  all  in, 
a  delegation  of  perhaps  200  editors  will 
arrive  from  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
national  association  in  St.  Paul,  to  spend 
Sunday  at  the  head  of  the  lakes,  and  on 
Monday,  a  congressional  party  of  thirty 
people  including  several  ladies  will  be 
with  us  to  inquire  what  we  want  Uncle 
Sam  to  do.  These  diversions  together 
with  two  bond  elections  and  a  great  ter- 
minal scheme  will  give  viuacity  and  de- 
light to  our  public   spirited   citizens. 


J.  H.  .\gen,  of  Superior,  was  severely 
pounded  at  the  Sault  for  insulting  one  of 
the  ladies  of  the  congressional  delega- 
tion now  on  their  way  here.  He  had 
gone  there  to  greet  them,  and  such  was 
the  greeting.  The  Herald  feels  no 
pleasure  in  such  unfortunate  events,  and 
would  be  glad  :o  give  whatever  can  be 
said  in  explanation  of  the  affair.  We 
need  only  suggest  that  Superior  has 
been  run  so  wide  open  that  some  of  its 
representative  citizens  have  lost  all  re- 
spect for  virtue  and  womanhood.  Such 
influences  are  demoralizing. 


The  Telegram's  stories  don't  hang  to- 
gether. .A  few  days  ago  it  said  every- 
thing in  Duluth  and  The  Herald  in  par- 
ticular was  bankrupt.  Yesterday  it  an- 
nounced that  a  stockholder  in  The  Her- 
ald is  also  a  stockholder  in  the  Marine 
bank  of  Duluth,  and  that  this  gentleman 
has  just  invested  $50,000  in  Galveston. 
As  Senator  Pettigrew  would  say,  this  is 
a  good  enough  story  if  it  ain't  true,  and 
shows  that  The  Herald,  in  accordance 
with  the  teachings  of  the  scriptures  is 
founded  on  the  rocks. 


Questions  Plainly   Answered. 
To  the  Kditor  of  The  Herald. 

.\s  1  believe  it  of  public  importance 
that  a  misapprehension  of  the  facts 
.should  not  lea«I  to  mistaken  conclusions 
and  a  possible  defeat  of  gt>od  men  at  the 
election  on  Saturday,  I  wish  to  titke  a 
moment  to  answer  one  or  two  recent 
comnuinications  which  if  tinansweretl 
might  do  harm  among  those  inclined  to 
vote  honestly. 

John  V.  Thompson  refers  to  what  he 
calls  misstatements  in  a  recent  com- 
nninication.  I  will  answer  his  state- 
ments in  oriK  r.  Kir^t.  We  diil  eniplov 
an  expert  to  draft  plans  for  heating  and 
ventilating  the  Kmerson  school  builiiing, 
and  paid  him  to  n\ake  them  perfect. 
Alter  tloing  this  it  woidd  have  been  follv 
to  employ  any  one  but  an  expert  to  put 
in  the  plant.  In  every  instance  in  which 
a  first-class  steam  fitter  has  been  em- 
ployed in  putting  in  a  ventilating  system 
in  the  school  buildings  of  Duluth,  if  he 
was  not  also  an  expert  in  mecanical  ven- 
til.iting  the  work  has  been  a  failure  in 
the  latter  ilirection.  The  board  is  now 
busy  in  (  orret  ting  in  old  school  build- 
ings the  mistakes  of  first-class  steam 
fitters,  and  they  propose  to  avoid  this 
necessity  in  future,  if  possible. 

Second.  I  did  not  say  Wentworth  iS: 
Co.  had  ventilated  eveii  one  school  on 
our  proposed  plan.  I  did  say  they  had 
heated  and  ventilated  twenty  or  thirty 
schools  in  the  Northwest  antl  were  ex- 
perts in  mechanical  ventilation,  and  1 
repeat  it.  Some  twenty  of  them  are  lo- 
cated in  the  Twin  Cities  alone. 
I  Third.  The  right  of  Dwyer  Hros.  to 
map  out  any  other  system,  was  the  right 
given  by  the  board  to  all  bidders  to  make 
plans  and  offer  bitls  in  competition  with 
the  Sturtevant  saystem;  and  as  the  Dwy- 
er's  had  had  no  experience  in  such  mat- 
ters, they  had  to  confine  themselves  to 
the  original  plans,  which  was  not  true 
of  other  bidders.  We  do  not  need  ref- 
erences as  to  the  ability  of  Dwyer  Bros, 
as  steam  heaters,  and  we  are  not  foolish 
enough  to  ask  for  their  references  as  to 
ability  in  other  directions  in  which  they 
admit  their  own  experience. 

Now  having  said  thus  much  let  me 
add  a  fourthly  and  fifthly  that  are  per- 
tinent answers  to  rather  impertinent 
questions  lately  asked.  It  is  asked  why 
we  let  a  $6000  contract  for  furniture  to 
an  out-of-town  institution,  when  a  Du- 
luth institution  bid  only  seven  cents 
more.  The  question  is  unfair,  as  the 
seven  cents  difference  was  on  each  seat 
and  would  amount  on  the  entire  contract 
to  over  ;  per  cent,  or  about  $200.  The 
defeated  bidder  represented  an  out-of- 
town  concern  whose  desks  were  far  infe- 
rior to  those  adopted,  in  the  opinion  of 
whole  board. 

Fifth.  How  about  the  comnnssioners 
on  our  last  issue  of  bonds?  We  found 
it  impos  ible  to  sell  our  ^}A  per  cent 
bonds  at  par,  and  after  C(msulting  the 
'oest  bankers  in  the  city  we  sent  Mr. 
Paine  East.  The  bonds  were  finally 
sold  to  Warden  &  Fanshawe  of  New  York 
at  6%  per  cent  commission,  which  was 
the  best  offer  made,  and  which  makes 
them  practically  a  5  per  cent  bond. 
This  bid  was  obtained  only  after  a  long 
waiting,  and  is  regarded  as  a  good  sale, 
in  the  present  state  of  the  money  mar- 
ket. To  avoid  paying  commissions  in 
future,  we  are  now  asking  for  an  issue  of 
S  per  cent  bonds,  as  we  need  their  full 
face.  Permit  me  to  .say  farther  that  Mr. 
Paine  is  the  only  member  of  the  board 
whose  pocketbook  is  affected  by  this 
sale,  and  he  is  out  about  S300  and  two 
weeks  time,  for  which  he  has  never  asked 
to  be  reimbursed. 

1  might  go  on  and  answer  other  ques- 
tions; but  the  retiring  members  need  no 
vindication  and  1  cannot  think  that  any 
number  of  people  have  been  misled  by 
what  has  been  written  lately  on  this  mat- 
ter. We  arc  in  the  midst  of  important 
building,  and  the  men  who  let  the  con- 
tracts take  just  pride  in  the  work  and 
are  the  only  proper  per.sons  to  continue 
its  supervision.  Messrs.  Paine,  Pearson, 
Phillips  and  Rockwell  should  have  the 
vole  of  every  i\ian  and  every  woman  who 
cares  for  our  public  school  system,  and 
noliody  should  fail  to  vote  because  of 
faith  in  their  election.  I  for  one,  as  a 
citizen,  would  like  to  see  them  have  the 
compliment  of  the  biggest  vote  ever 
given  at  a  school  election  in  this  city.

A  Little  Loss  that  Might  Have  Been 
Much  Greater. 
The  fire  department  was  called  out  at 
5  a.  m.  today  by  a  still  alarm  to  a  blaze 
in  the  High  school  in  process  of  con- 
struction.

The  Short  Line  Across  Country  That 
Must  Soon  be  Built. 

TheThirteen  Towns,  published  at 
Fosston,  Minn.,  claims  to  have  "good  au- 
thority' forjjthe  statement  that  the  Great 
Northern  Railway  company  will  have 
their  pro|)osed  Duluth  line  completed 
"and  be  running  through  trains  from  the 
Pacific  coast  via  Fosston  and  IJrainerd 
to  Duluth,  not  later  than  September, 
1892."    The  paper  also  says  editorially: 

"The  Great  Northern  people  have  lit- 
tle faith  in  the  financial  ability  of  the 
Duluth  &  Winnipeg  to  materially  ex- 
tend its  line  from  its  present  terminus 
during  the  present  season.  The  route  to 
Duluth  from  the  coast  via  Fosston  and 
Brainerd  is,  however,  a  necessity  to  the 
Great  Northern,  and  will  ]je  built  re- 
gardless of  any  action  that  may  be  taken 
on  the  part  of  the  Duluth  &  Winnipeg 
company. 

An  Old  Case  Settled. 
Judge  Thayer,  of  the  state  supreme 
court,  yesterday  tried  the  case  of  L'nited 
States  Senator  Thomas  C.  F'ower,  of 
Montana,  against  R.  S.  Munger  and  J. 
B.  Weaver,  of  this  city.  The  cause  of 
action  dates  as  far  back  as  1879.  The 
piaiiitilT's  boat  slipped  off  the  ways  at 
Bismarck  and  cut  into  another  boat  dur- 
ing a  very  severe  wind  storm,  for  which 
damage  the  plaintiff  was  obliged  to  pay 
the  owners  S<>ooo  He  now  sues  Mr.

Capt.  Fisk.  in  charge  of  the  river  and 
h.irbt>r  improvement^  near  Duluth,  has 
submitted  his  annual  report  describing 
the  operations  in  that  section  during 
last  year.  Capt.  Fisk  recommends  that 
the  next  congress  make  additional  ap- 
l^topriations  for  many  improvements 
next  year.  Gen.  Casey,  chief  of  the  en- 
gineers of  the  war  department,  to  whom 
Capt.  Fisk's  report  is  directed,  declines 
to  make  public  the  estimates  of  the  ap- 
propriations until  they  are  submitted  to 
congress. 

The  following    recommendations    are 
made  at  Grand  Marais.  Minn:     It   is  ad- 
vised that  the  entire  area  of   the  harbor, 
sixty-one  acres,  be  dredged  to  an  anchor 
depth  of  sixteen  feet.     It  will  require  ;oo 
feet  extension  of   breakwater  to   do   this 
and  an    additional   dredging   of   450,000 
cul)ic    vards.    At    Two     Harbors  '  it    is 
stated  there  is  not  yet  perfect  safety  from

Point  should  also  be  widened  400  feet. 
It  is  recommended  that  a  deep  channel 
should  be  dredged  in  St.  Louis  river  to 
F"ond  du  Lac.  Capt.  Fisk  also  made 
many  suggestions  for  minor  improve- 
ments at  different  points  on  Lake  Su- 
perior on  the  Wisconsin  side. 

.-Ml  the  river  and  harbor  reports  have 
been  submitted  with  the  exception  of 
that  of  Capt.  McKenzie,  in  charge  of  the 
L'pper  Mississippi.  The  report  of  the 
work  done  on  the  Sault  canal  and  Hay 
lake  channels  is  given  at  great  length. 
The  work  in  this  section  has  progressed 
with  a  great  deal  of  rapidity.  The  offi- 
cial who  makes  this  report  calls  atten- 
tion to  the  great  increase  in  the  lake 
traffic  and  the  desirability  of  pushing  all 
improvements  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

At  Grand  Marais,  Minn.,  30.000  cubic 
yards  of  material  were  dredged.  Dredg- 
ing will  continue  during  July.  There  is 
a  balance  of  S22,S88  for  continuance  of 
the  work.  Work  at  .Agate  Bay,  Minn., 
is  progressing  rapidly.  There  is  a  bal- 
ance of  $26,244  to  continue  work.

WHAT  DrLUTH  WILL  DO. 


Rome,  July  18.-  Rome  was  no  less 
startled  than  the  rest  of  the  world  to 
learn  today  that  his  holiness.  Pope  Leo 
XI II, had  on  Thur.'day|night  been  seized 
with  a  serious  illness.  The  announce- 
ment of  the  fact,  late  as  it  was,  came  un- 
accompanied by  any  particulars  as  to 
the  nature  of  the  malady,  which  had  so 
suddenly  and  app;irently  so  completely 
prostrated  the  holy  father. 

All  that  is  knowr  is  the  fact  that  the 
illness  of  the  aged  divine  was  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  cast  a  gloom  over  the  city. 
The  officers  of  the  Italian  army,  who 
naturally  take  an  extremely  lively  inter- 
est in  the  matter,  are  quite  willing  to 
talk  and  unfortuna:ely  know  no  more  of 
the  matter  than  do  others  not  very  near 
to  the  sacred  person  of  Leo  XIII. 

It  is  recalled  tha:  on  the  occasion  of 
the  explosion  of  thi;  powder  magazine  at 
Pezzo  Pantaleo,  which  on  April  23  con- 
vulsed Rome  from  center  to  circumfer- 
ence, the  pope,  who  was  at  the  time  cele- 
brating low  mass,  leceived  a  shock  which 
flung  him  into  the  arms  of  an  attendant. 
Although  it  was  reported  a  few  days 
after  the  accident  that  he  had  recovered 
from  its  effects,  the  re  are  many  who  be- 
lieve now,  as  then,  that  the  injury  done 
to  his  nervous  system  would  have  seri- 
ous, if  not  fatal  consequences.

A  London  Bank  ^Vith  Argentine  Busi- 
ness Goes  Down. 

LoNooN,  July  18.— The  failure  of  the 
English  bank  of  the  River  Plate  (limited) 
is  this  noon  announced. 

The  bank  possed  a  capital  of  ^1,500,000 
whereof  one  half  was  paid  in,  while  the 
other  half  was  applicable  only  in  the 
event  of  the  bank's  going  into  liquida- 
tion, and  could  not  be  used  for  ordinary 
business  purposes.  The  bank  has  a  re- 
serve of  £420,000  r  nd  has  paid  a  10  per 
cent  dividend  for  the  last  three  years.  It 
is  explained  by  the  officers  of  the  sus- 
pended in?titutiort  that  its  difficulties 
have  arisen  from  the  impossibility  of  col- 
lecting its  Argentine  debts  in  conse- 
quence of  the  ultimatum  on  silver  and 
paper  payments  recently  decreed  by  the 
government  Argentine  Republic. 


Indianapolis,  Ind.,  July  18.  At  i 
o'clock  this  morning  fifty  unknown  men 
entered  the  jail  at  Spencer  and  lynched 
Frank  Dice,  awaiting  trial  for  the  nmr- 
der  of  Chaney.  They  hanged  him  to  the 
cell  door. 

The  mob  securely  bound  and  gagged 
the  sheriff,  and  then  bega  na  search  for 
Dice.  As  the  door  of  Dice's  cell  swung 
open,  the  prisoner  uttered  a  low  groan, 
as  if  conscious  of  what  was  coming,  and 
a  moment  later  he  was  brought  out  into 
the  corridor  in  front  of  his  cell.  The 
gagged  sheriff  tried  to  expostulate  with 
the  mob,  but  a  hand  was  placed  threaten- 
ingly over  his  mouth  and  a  revolver 
pressed  against  his  temple.  Dice  was 
then  told  that  his  hour  had  come  and  he 
was  asked  if  he  had  anything  to  say.  He 
was  so  terror  stricken  that  coherent 
speech  was  out  of  the  question,  but  he 
managed  to  mumble  a  few  sentences  that 
no  one  could  understand.  W^hile  still 
trying  to  talk,  a  member  of  the  mob 
threw  a  cord  around  his  neck  and  he 
was  drawn  up  to  one  of  the  cross  beams 
in  front  of  his  cell. 

The  mob  tarried  a  few  moments  till 
satisfied  that  life  was  extinct  and  then 
quietly  passed  out  of  town.  The  whole 
affair  was  managed  so  quietly  that  the 
nearest  residents  did  not  know  it  was 
going  on.  The  mob  was  under  the  eom- 
mand  of  a  tall,  well-built  man,  who  ut- 
tered his  commands  in  a  whisper  and 
every  act  in  the  tragedy  was  perfornied 
with  the  regularity  of  clockwork.  Even 
the  prisoners  in  the  remote  cells  were 
not  awakened. 


THE  ALLIANCE  MOVEMENT. 


More  Business  and  Less  Polities  on  the 
Part  of  Farmers. 

Washington,  July  18.  United  States 
Sen.ator  "Joe"  Carey,  of  Wyoming,  is  the 
only  Senator  in  W^ashington.  He  is  a 
type  of  the  breezy  West.  Senator  Carey 
is  a  good  observer  and  a  man  of  great 
courage. 

He  has  just  returned  from  a  trip 
through  the  West,  and  brings  the  news 
that  the  alliance  is  on  the  wane,  and  that 
the  probabilities  are  that  in  the  great 
coming  contest  the  old  party  lines  will 
be  reformed.  It  is  the  same  story  every- 
where of  splendid  crops  ana  of  renewed 
prosperity.  Kansas,  instead  of  being 
compelled  to  look  for  a  crop  and  a  mar- 
ket, will  have  45,000,000  bushels  of  wheat 
for  export, and  the  prices  will  be  good. 
Farmers  everywhere  are  beginning  to 
plan  improvements  to  lands  and  build- 
ings, and  will  be  glad  to  have  the  help 
from  those  Eastern  money  centers  which 
has  been  refused  them  in  consequence 
of  the  vagaries  of  the  alliance.

Farmers  have  stopped  talking  politics 
and  have  begun  to  talk  business,  and 
beginning  also  to  look  with  disgust  upon 
those  professional  alliance  jioliticians 
who,  like  the  walking  delegate  of  the 
labor  organizations,  are  willing  that 
others  should  toil  and  spin  while  they 
wear  the  purple  and  fine  linen.

city,  muih  less  to  digest  them,  so  The 
Herald  will  aid  the  feast  by  a  little  as- 
sisting glance  at  what  we  can  show. 

We  have  a  city  whose  school  board  ten 
years  ago  controlled  500  scholars  in  two 
wood  buildings,  and  had  ;«;i 2,000  invest- 
ed; while  totlay  it  has  5000  scholars,  with 
school  property  valued  at  $1,000,000,  and 
with  as  complete  ward  schools,  the  finest 
High  school  and  most  advanced  meth- 
ods of  teaching  to  be  found  in  the  West. 
We  c;in  show  a  place  that  in  1880  had 
2645  people,  while  it  now  has,  including 
two  suburbs  built  out  of  itself  and  soon 
to  be  included  by  legislative  enactment,

The 
elevators  whose  headquarters  are  in  this 
city  and  whose  business  is  carried  on 
here,  some  of  them  being  located  on  this 
side  of  the  bay  and  some  on  the  other, 
have  storage  capacity  for  21,000,000 
bushels,  one  of  these,  elevator  I,  being 
the  largest  in  the  world. 

With  .Superior  city  we  handle  more 
coal  than  any  other  center  on  the  great 
lakes.  Within  seventy-five  miles  of  our 
docks  we  have  the  richest  and  greatest 
iron  mines  in  America.  The  standing 
pine  timbtix  tributary  to  Duluth  now 
amount*  to  five  billion  of  feet,  and  with- 
in a  year  by  the  building  of  railways  will 
be  ten  billion  of  feet.  We  are  putting 
S/.ooo.oooayear  into  permanent  improve- 
ments-streets, factories,  stores,  offices, 
houses. 

And  with  it  all  we  are  not  unmindful 
of  the  higher  things,  our  churches,  our 
schools  for  further  study  than  the  public 
gives,  our  organizations  in  art  and  litera- 
ture and  culture,  our  libraries,  our  grand 
park  system  unequalled  on  the  contin- 
ent.

ITS  SKJXIFKAXrE. 

The  people  of  Duluth  have  hardly  re- 
alized the  significance  of  recent  combin- 
ations that  have  taken  place  in  the  flour 
milling  industry  of  .Minneapolis  and  by 
what  agencies  these  combinations  were 
brought  about.  As  is  well  known,  the 
flouring  business  of  that  city  is  now 
virtually  in  the  hands  of  three  con- 
cerns, even  these  being  to  an 
extent  combined  .so  far  as  purchasing 
wheat  and  selling  flour  are  concerned, 
and  these  consolidations  are  among  the 
greatest,  and  would  be  among  the 
strongest  were  they  rightly  located,  in 
.America. 

No  other  cause  but  the  advantages  of 
Duluth  as  a  milling  center  and  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Imperial  mill  here  is  respon- 
sible for  the  combination  by  which  near- 
ly a  dozen  independent  mills  at  Minne- 
apolis were  grouped  under  one  control. 
The  simple  fact  was  Duluth  was  getting 
away  with  them  and  it  had  to  be,  as  they 
admitted,  combination  or  loss.  Duluth 
was  invading  their  territory,  making 
flour  and  selling  it  where    they  couldn't. 

Hut  the  condition  continues.  Com- 
bination didn't  remedy  it.  How  could  it 
when  Duluth  has  the  advantages  it  has 
in  freights,  fuel  and  raw  material?  The 
last  issue  of  the  Northwestern  Miller,  the 
organ  of  Minneapolis  flour  makers, 
voiced  a  very  decided  growl  when  it 
said  that  Minneapolis  millers  were  com- 
plaining because  Duluth  was  making 
twenty-five  cents  a  barrel  more  than 
they  could.  Three  years  ago  they 
laughed  at  Duluth's  pretensions  as  a 
coming  milling  center.  Think  of  twenty- 
five  cents  a  barrel,  S750  a  day  on  a  3000 
barrel  mill  such  as  the.Imperiall

Monday  night  Mr.  Fitzsimmons  of 
New  Zealand,  and  Mr.  Hall  of  Australia, 
will  divide  Si  2,000  contributed  by  the 
citizens  of  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and 
other  people.

SHFPBriLDKRS  FOR  THE  NATION. 
A  recent  interview  had  with  Capt. 
Hates,  United  States  commissioner  of 
navigation,  which  has  been  referred  to 
in  the  West,  is  of  such  importance  to 
the  lake  country  that  The  Herald  here 
reproduces  a  large  part  of  it.  Capt. 
Hates  takes  great  interest  in  the  growth 
of  shipbuilding  on  the  lakes  and  thinks 
the  time  is  near  when  they  will  do  the 
bulk  of  the  shipbuilding  for  the  entire 
country.  The  text  for  his  observation 
was  found  in  the  recent  award  of  sev- 
eral contracts  by  the  govornment  for 
vessels  to  be  used  in  the  lighthouse  serv- 
ice, a  number  of  which  are  for  use  on 
the  sea  coast,  the  lake  builders  being 
the  successful  bidders  for  their  construc- 
tion.

Alex  McDoii- 
Kall,  of  Duluth.  seudinK  vessels  of  the  new  tyr.o, 
known  as  the  "whalebacks,"  through  the  rap- 
ids of  the  St.  Lawrence  t«  the  sealjoard.  to  bo 
u.se<J  in  trans-.\tlantic  commerce  opens  an  en- 
tirely now  method  of  carrying  ocean  freights. 
It  has  shown  the  iio<)ple  of  the  coast  that  the 
lakes  are  ahead  of  them  in  the  matter  of  design- 
ing shlpe,  and  in  buildiiii;  them   for  freighting 


There  is  absolutely  no  certainty  in 
politics,  and  although  general  opinion

The  Latest  Authenticated  Reports  as 
to  Known  Factfe. 
San  Francisco  Chronicle:  On  Friday 
the  Temescal  tin  mines  shipped  to  the 
.American  Tin  Plate  company  of  St. 
I.ouis  38,000  pounds  of  pig  tin,  produced, 
smelted  and  refined  at  Temescal.  That 
company  now  has  orders  on  hand  from 
newly  formed  tin  plate  companies  in  the 
United  States  for  over  ;?3oo,ooo  worth  of 
l)lock  tin,  and  is  running  day  and  night 
with  three  shifts  of  men  to  meet  the  de- 
mand. 

Pittsburgh  Dispatch:  The  additions 
to  the  tin  plate  plant  of  Laufman  &  Co. 
at  Apollo,  have  been  completed.  The 
first  black  sheets  were  rolled  yesterday 
and  the  tinning  plant  will  be  put  in  op- 
peration  by  Saturday  or  .Monday  sure. 
There  are  three  pots  each  with  a  ca- 
pacity of  1400  sheets  28  by  100  in  size. 
This  means  200  boxes  a  day  20  by  28,  or 
.loo  boxes  14  by  20.  This  will  give  the 
mill  a  capacity  of  7000  a  year.  It  will  be 
the  largest  mill  in  this  country  and  one 
of  the  largest  in  the  world,  and  yet  it 
would  take  fifty  such  plants  to  produce 
the  quantity  of  tin  consumed  annually  in 
America.  So  there  is  plenty  of  room  for 
the  many  firms  contemplating  going  into 
the  business. 

Pittsburgh  Eagle:  P.  H.  Laufman  & 
Co.  have  been  making  six-inch  plates 
for  some  time,  and  their  product  has  been 
placed  on  the  market  as  a  standard 
;irticle.  The  architects  of  the  United 
States  government  have  endorsed  it,  and 
the  Pennsylvania  Railway  company  has 
placed  its  fourth  order  for  plates. 

Philadelphia  Press:  A  box  of  home 
tin  plate  product  was  sent  recently  to 
the  professor  of  chemistry  at  the  univer- 
sity of  Michigan  at  .Ann  Arbor,  who  made 
a  careful  test  and  pronounced  it  eoual  in 
all  respects  to  the  highest  priced  tin  im- 
ported. This  is  sold  at  $22.50,  while  the 
home  product  is  quoted  at  Si 7.

"Economically  considered 
broad  sense,  there  is  no 
known  world  so  interestinj;  and  valuable 
to  the  jjeolojjist  as  the  Lake  Superior 
reijion."  So  said  rrofe;ssor  \'an  Hise, 
state  jjeolo^ist  of  Wisconsin,  head  of  the 
Lake  Superior  division  of  the  I'nited 
Stales  jjeolojjical  survey  and  one  of  the 
half  dozen  geological  authorities  of  the 
country,  to  a  Herald  reporter  last  night. 

Professor  Van  Hise  is  engaged  in  a 
special  work  for  the  government  in  a«l- 
dition  to  his  charge  of  the  Lake  Supe- 
rior district,  including  Mich- 
igan. Wisconsin.  Minnesota  and 
even  Missouri,  and  he  has  just  re- 
turned from  the  Rocky  Mountain  region, 
which  does  n  .t  ct>mpare  in  interest  to 
this.  "I  had  a  letter  the  other  il»y."  said  he 
"from  the  Frenchman  who  is  to  represent 
his  countrv  in  the  coming  international 
congress  of  geologists,  saying  that  if  he 
could  visit  the  Lake  Superior  region  he 
would  come,  if  not  he  wouKl  stay  in 
Paris.  1  am  now  arranging  the  details 
for  a  trip  by  a  party  of  Kurooean  and 
other  scientists,  who  will  attend  the  con- 
gress, over  this  section  this  fall.  We 
shall  probably  take  in  Duluth. 
These  visiting  geologists  will  include 
the  foremost  scientists  of  Europe." 

Professor  Van  Hise  is  now  at  work  on 
the  south  shore  of  Lake  Superior  both 
for  the  government  and  for  mining  en- 
terprises. He  has  published  several 
monographs  on  the  old  rocks  of  this  sec- 
tion, from  the  Huronian  granites  down 
to  the  Potsdam  sandstones,  and  the  geo- 
logical map  of  Northeastern  Minnesota 
made  bv  himself  and  Professor  Irving, 
and  published  in  the  seventh  annual  re- 
port, was  the  first  detailed  map  of  the 
kind  ever  made. 

Speaking  of  the  new  Atic  Okan  iron 
range,  directlv  north  of  the  Vermilion, 
which  has  lately  been  discovered,  and 
which  he  has  studied,  he  said:  "Geo- 
logicallv  it  is  different  from  any  of  the 
Lake  Superior  iron  districts,  so  we  can- 
not tell  much  about  it  till  it  is  opened. 
There  has  been  no  careful  exploratory 
work  done  yet  and  the  range  is  doubt- 
less overestimated.  At  the  MacKellar 
location,  probably  the  best  on  the  new 
range,  there  mav  be  2,000.000  tons  of  ore 
in  sight.  A  good  of  the  Atic  Okan  ore 
is  sulphur  bearing.  One  of  the  bad  feat- 
ures ofthe  Atic  Okan  is  that  the  Canadian 
Pacific  railway  persistently  refuses  to 
build  a  road  to  it,  and  it  may  be  some 
vears  before  it  can  ship  ore. 

"Professor  Winchell,  of  the  Minnesota 
survev,  has  just  sent  .Mr.  Lawson  and  a 
corps'of  assistants  from  Duluth  to  Beaver 
bav  and  back  into  the  countr\'  to  ex- 
amine the  Huronian  rocks  with  a  view  of 
strengthening  the  position  of  the  Minne- 
sota survey  in  reference  to  those  rocks, 
this  position  being  somewhat  at  variance 
with  that  usually  taken  by  lithologists. 
Thev  will  be  gone  all  summer."

NO  MORK  roiN  JEWELRY. 

Makers  of  Bautiles  From  Money  Will 
be  Prosecuted. 

Duluth's  fair  daughters  whe  delight  in 
adorning  their  necks  and  wrists  with 
monogram  coins  will  mourn  for  a  brief 
spell,  as  the  secret  service  has  decreed 
that  there  shall  be  no  more  coins  de- 
based bv  engraving  initials  thereon. 
Henceforth  they  who  would  wear  ban- 
gles of  gold-plated  coins  can  d*)  so  only 
after  the  figures  on  both  sides  are  filed 
from  the  coin. 

Local  jewelers  are  not  averse  to  talk- 
ing of  the  matter.  Said  W.  A.  Monta- 
gue: "We  have  received  a  notice  that 
savs  plainlv  that  a  jeweler  becomes  a 
counterfeiter  by  gold-plating  silver  or 
nickel  coin,  bv  milling  nickels  or  by 
placing  monograms  on  one  side  of  a 
coin.  We  have  done  no  more  than 
hundreds  of  other  jewelers,  and  arc  per- 
fectlv  willing  to  stop  it  if  it  is  unlawful, 
as  we  do  not  wish  to  violate  the  law." 

"What  will  now  take  the  pkice  of  the 
coins  for  bangles,  charms  and  mono- 
grams?" 

"I  suppose  the  people  who  wish  to 
wear  them  will  have  the  gold  melted  up 
and  then  molded  into  a  flat  piece  of 
metal  of  the  same  size.  That  would  be 
perfectly  lawful  and  could  be  made  just 
as  ornamental  as  the  coins." 

Personal  Property  Valnes. 
Citv  .Assessor  Cooley  has  completed 
the  work  of  figuring'  up  the  personal 
property  assessment  for  the  present  year 
and  finds  a  total  assessed  valuation  of 
S4, 552.^2,  an  increase  of  $1,171,312  over 
that  of  last  year.  The  annexation  of  new 
territory  to  the  city  last  year  added  about 
#600.006  of  taxable'  valuation.  Deduct- 
ing this  sum  from  the  total  increase,  we 
find  an  increase  of  value  inside  the  old 
city  limits  of  ?57i.3i2.

MERCIER'S    IDEA. 


W.ASHINGTON,  July  20.  Senator  Mor- 
j,'an  has  just  reached  W'ashin^'ton  from 
his  home  in  Alabama,  and  talks  freely 
about  political  topics  and  the  impres- 
sions he  has  gathered  during  his  stay  in 
the  South,  where  he  has  been  ever  since 
the  adjournment  of  congress.  He  does 
not  believe  Cleveland  will  be  nomi- 
nated. 

"There  is,"  he  savs,  "earnest  and  pa- 
triotic feeling  among  the  people  of 
the  South  in  regard  to  the  presi- 
dential campaign  next  year.  They  fee! 
grateful  to  Mr,  Cleveland  for 
having  given  them  a  chance  for  the 
prosperity  that  they  are  now  develop- 
mg.  They  have  perfect  confidence  m 
his  integrity  and  in  his  fidelity  to  demo- 
cratic principles  and  policies.  They  are 
proud  of  his  administration,  and  they 
think  that  it  contrasts  favorably  with 
any  that  we  have  had  in  many  years. 
They  agree  with  him  in  the  suggestions 
of  his  tariff  message  to  congress  which 
they  believe  was  a  heroic  devotion  to 
principle,  for  which  the  country  is  great- 
ly indebted  to  him.  Believing  this  to- 
ward Mr.  Cleveland,  they  are  very 
deeply  attached  to  him,  and  would  give 
him  up  with  very  great   reluctance. 

"The  Southern  people,"  he  says,  "re- 
gard antagonism  to  the  remonetizing  of 
silver  and  its  free  coinage  as  a  blow  at 
their  rights,  secured  to  them  by  the  con- 
stitution. They  have  always  been  true 
to  themselves  in  this  respect,  and  they 
always  acted  upon  principle  rather 
than  with  any  reference  to  mere 
expediency,  and  they  regard  the 
refusal  of  men  in  their  own  party  to  re- 
store silver  to  its  proper  functions  and 
rights  as  a  denial  of  one  of  the  funda- 
mental doctrines  of  the  democratic 
party.  They  deplore  the  apparent  op- 
position of  Mr.  Cleveland  to  the  free 
coinage  of  silver  and  its  remonetization 
almost  as  a  calamity. 

"Secretary  Foster  was  very  fortunate 
in  havin^j  had  the  advantage  of  a  demo- 
cratic i  tlea  injected  to  the  silver  bill  by 
Senator  Beck,  by  which  he  has  been  en- 
abled to  increase  the  amount  of  available 
money  in  the  treasury  to  the  full  extent 
of  all  the  available  money  that  may  be 
found  there.  Coin  certificates  will  never 
be  dispensed  with  in  our  financial 
system  hereafter.  I  do  not  see,  when 
we  produce  $100,000,000  a  year  of 
precious  metals  one-third  of  which  is 
gold,  why  we  cannot  accumulate  coin  in 
the  treasury  almost  to  any  extent  that  we 
desire,  and  issue  coin  certificates  repre- 
senting dollar  for  dollar,  into  the  hands 
of  the  people.  In  ten  years  that  sum 
would  amount  to  $1,000,000,000.  Think 
what  a  power  the  United  States  would  be 
with  S I ,OQO,ooo,ooo  coin  in  reserve.  It 
would  become  the  clearing  house  of  the 
world  and  wrest  from  England  the 
financial  leadership  which  she  has  held 
for  centuries." 


The  Conservative  Party  on  the  Ragged 
Edge;  Then  Reciprocity. 
Quebec,  July  20. — Premier  Mercier, 
who  arrived  today  from  Europe,  believes 
that  the  end  of  conservative  rule  in  Can- 
ada is  rapidly  approaching.  He  ridi- 
cules the  maintainance  of  a  protective 
policy  in  Canada,  and  declares  in  favor 
of  reciprocity  between  the  two  countries. 

Religious  Prejudices  Aroused. 
Montreal,  July  20. — Queens  Hill  was 
crowded  yesterday,  the  occasion  being  a 
mass  meeting  of  Orangemen  to  cele- 
brate the  20ist  anniversary  of  the  battle 
of  the  Boyne  by  listening  to  a  sermon 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Justin  H.  Ful- 
ton. The  address  was  bitter  and  com- 
bative and  was  looked  upon  by  a  few 
catholics  who  attended  as  a  direct  incen- 
tive to  an  outbreak  of  religious  strife  in 
Montreal.  Yet  the  remarks  were  ap- 
plauded and  when  he  called  on  Orange- 
men to  arise  in  their  might  and  fight  for 
the  loyal  cause,  the  applause  and  cheer- 
ing were  deafening.  He  denounced 
Catholicism  in  bitter  words.  He  claimed 
that  Quebec  was  priest-ridden  and  that 
through  the  Jesuitism  of  Mercier,  the 
people  were  pauperized  to  the  support 
of  these  men.  He  said:  "Orangemen, 
if  you  are  stout  of  heart  and  loyal,  you 
will  have  a  chance  this  week  to  avenge 
your  wrongs  on  this  man,  the  slave  of 
Jesuits."  The  greatest  indignation  pre- 
vails among  French   and  Irish  catholics. 

Protest  s  in  St.  Paul. 
St.  Pai'L,  July  29. — The  ministers  of 
St.  Paul  are  up  in  arms  in  opposition  to 
the  Fitzsimmons-Hall  fight,  Wednesday 
evening.  In  almost  every  pulpit  yester- 
day the  fight  was  denounced.  Arch- 
bishop Ireland  gave  the  Minnesota  Ath- 
letic club  a  terrible  scoring.  Ec[ually 
outspoken  was  Dr.  Christie  of  the  House 
of  Hope,  who  denounced  the  newspapers 
for  abetting  the  club  by  publishing  de- 
tails. A  mass  meeting  of  citizens  has 
been  called  for  tonight  to  protest  against 
the  fight. 

Hall  is  Confident. 
Beloit,  Wis.  July  20.— Jim  Hall  quit 
training  last  night,  and  this  evening  he 
leaves  for  St.  Paul  to  rest  a  few  days  be- 
fore hisgreat  mill  with  Fitzsiniinons.  He 
is  in  first-class  condition  and  tips  the 
beam  at  153  pounds.  Parson  Davies 
says  that  he  is  mighty  strong  and  equal 
in  every  point  to  Fitzsimmons  and  is 
confident  that  he  will  come  out  the 
victor.

Chicago,  July  :;o.  -There  are  likely  to 
be  lively  times  at  a  meeting  of  the  al- 
dermen tonight.  For  several  weeks  a 
committee  has  been  investigating  the 
circumstances  under  which  the  Northern 
Pacific  ordinance,  giving  right-of-way 
through  the  city  valued  at  over  $1,000,- 
000,  was  smuggled  through  the  board, 
its  provisions  not  being  known  to  more 
than  one  of  the  entire  council  until  it 
had  received  the  i-ighature  of  the  mavor. 

The  investigation  developed  the  fact 
that  the  i)rime  mover  in  the  matter  was 
Alderman  Cullertnn,  a  member  of  the 
body  from  away  back,  and  who  has  the 
general  reputation  of  being  an  adept 
in  the  game  of  addition,  division  and  si- 
lence. Tonight  a  majority  report  de- 
claring the  ordinance  inralid  will  be 
presented,  while  a  minority  will  submit 
resolutions  declaring  that  the  ordinance 
was  surreptitiously  passed  by  means  of 
deception,  trickery,  imposition  and  fraud; 
that  Cullerton  is  guilty  thereof  by  his 
own  confession,  arid  that  he  be  expelled 
from  the  city  council  for  fraud,  trickery, 
misrepresentation  and  deception.

A    Lumbering-    Villag«  Totally    De- 
stroyed; Other  Severe 
Fires. 


Grano  Rapids,  Mich.,  July  20.  The 
village  of  Sawyer\  ille,  Osceola  county, 
consisting  of  thirt}'  houses,  one  general 
store,  one  large  b;ind  and  circular  saw- 
mill, shingle  mill  ;ind  lumber  yard  cov- 
ering over  two  acres  of  jfine  lumber,  was 
totally  destroyed  by  fire. 

The  entire  property  is  owned  by  the 
Cutler  &  Savidge  Lumber  company,  of 
Spring  Lake,  Mich.  The  telephone 
wires  ran  through  the  lumber  yard  and 
are  destroyed,  rcmlering  communication 
impossible.  The  loss  is  between  $250,000 
and  $300,000,  partially  covered  by  in- 
surance. The  mill  employed  fifty  men, 
who  are  rendered  homeless  and  lose  in 
some  cases  their  entire  household  ef- 
fects. 

Springfield,  111.— The  steel  plate  mill 
and  one  of  |guide  mills  of  the  Spring- 
field Ironcomuany,  were  totally  destroyed 
by  fire  yesterday,  involving  a  loss  from 
$25,000  to  $30,000;  insurance,  $12,000. 

Boston— The  tug  \Villiam  Sprugen, 
while  twenty-five  miles  east  of  Scituate 
last  night,  discove-ed  the  British  bark 
01i\'fe  Mount,  Capt.  Foley,  hence  for 
Sateloga,  on  fire  and  abandoned.  The 
tug  put  out  the  firs  and  towed  the  vessel 
here.    The  bark  is  damaged  about  $2000.

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  July  18.— At  i 
o'clock  this  morning  fifty  unknown  men 
entered  the  jail  at  Spencer  and  lynched 
Frank  Dice,  awaiting  trial  for  the  mur- 
der of  Chaney.  They  hanged  him  to  the 
cell  door. 

The  mob  securely  bound  and  gagged 
the  sheriff,  and  then  bega  na  search  for 
Dice.  As  the  door  of  Dice's  cell  swung 
open,  the  prisoner  uttered  a  low  groan, 
as  if  conscious  of  what   was  coming,  and 

a  moment  later  he  was  brought  out  into 
the  corridor  in  front  of  his  cell.  The 
gagged  sheriff  tried  to  expostulate  with 
the  mob,  but  a  hand  was  placed  threaten- 
ingly over  his  mouth  and  a  revolver 
pressed  against  his  temple.  Dice  was 
then  told  that  his  hour  had  come  and  he 
was  asked  if  he  had  anything  to  say.  He 
was  so  terror  stricken  that  coherent 
speech  was  out  of  the  question,  but  he 
managed  to  mumble  a  few  sentences  that 
no  one  could  understand.  While  still 
trying  to  talk,  a  member  of  the  mob 
threw  a  cord  around  his  neck  and  he 
was  drawn  up  to  one  of  the  cross  beams 
in  front  of  his  cell. 

The  mob  tarried  a  few  moments  till 
satisfied  that  life  was  extinct  and  then 
quietly  passed  out  of  town.  The  whole 
affair  was  managed  so  quietly  that  the 
nearest  residents  did  not  know  it  was 
going  on.  The  mob  was  under  the  com- 
mand of  a  tall,  well-built  man,  who  ut- 
tered his  commands  in  a  whisper  and 
every  act  in  the  tragedy  was  performed 
with  the  regularity  of  clockwork.  Even 
the  jjrisoners  in  the  remote  cells  were 
not  awakened. 


THE  WORLD'S  HARVEST. 


How    the     London     Times    Booms 
the  English  Farm  Pros- 
pects. 

London,  July  20. — The  Times  sum- 
marizes the  harvest  prospects  of  the 
world  as  follows:  In  Russia  there  is  a 
grave  deficit.  The  peasantry  arcstarv 
ing  and  there  is  small  hope  of  relief.  In 
India  there  is  serious  anxiety;  a  famine 
prevails  over  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  country.  Madras,  Rajupatana  and 
the  Punjab  are  the  worst  sufferers. 
There  is  drought  in  Bengal  and  the  need 
of  more  rain  is  urgent.  Bombay  alone 
promises  a  good  harvest. 

The  American  harvest  will  be  good  in 
quality  and  amount,  but  with  the  failui  e 
of  the  Indian  and  Russian  supplies  it  is 
of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  En- 
glish crop  shall  not  be  short.  The  pros- 
pect on  the  whole  is  good.  In  the  chief 
wheat  counties — Essex,  Norfolk  and 
Suffolk— the  crop  is  above  the  average 
and  in  other  counties  up  to  the  average. 
The  harvest  will  be  late  and  prices  will 
be  high.  There  is  therefore  a  good  out- 
look for  the  English  farmer  to  break  the 
long  series  of  disastrous  years. 

Trouble  in  Samoa. 
Melhovrne,  July  20.  Advices  from 
Samoa  state  that  King  Malietoa  ordered 
Chief  Mataafa  to  come  to  Apia.  Mataafa 
refused  to  obey  this  order,  declaring  that 
he  feared  Malietoa  would  cause  him  to  be 
arrested.  Crowds  of  malcontents  have 
gathered  around  Mataafa,  and  it  was 
feared  that  they  contemplate  a  raid  upon 
Apia.  The  authorities  consequently 
took  vigorous  measures  to  prevent  such 
raid,  the  German,  gunboat,  Rheiber,  aid- 
ing to  maintain  order.  The  United 
States,  British  and  German  consuls  have 
issued  a  proclamation  sustaining  King 
Malietoa.  The  uneasiness  which  ore- 
vailed  was  thereupon  relieved  ana  at 
the  latest  advices  Mataafa's  follovyers 
were  paying  the  taxes  due  to  King 
Malietoa.

Coal  Strikes  Improbable. 
WiLKESBARRE,  Pa.,  July  20.  -There  is 
no  truth  in  the  report  telegraphed  from 
here  that  a  strike  of  anthracite  coal  min- 
ers 's  possible  on  account  of  failure  of 
operators  to  comply  with  their  recently 
enacted  law  regarding  semi-monthly  pay. 
Up  to  this  time,  there  has  been  no  de- 
mand on  coal  companies  by  the  men  and 
there  is  not  likely  to  be  any,  owing  to  the 
lack  of  organization  in  the  anthracite 
region. 

Political  Farmers  in  Washington. 
D North  Yakima,  Wash.,  July  20.— The 
state  industrial  convention,  composed  of 
delegates  from  the  farmers  alliance, 
Knights  of  Labor  and  Good  Templars 
and  several  trades  unions  met  last  night, 
and  organized  the  "peoples  party  of  the 
stata  of  Washington."  The  platform 
declares  in  favor  of  the  8-hour  system, 
the  sub-treasury  scheme  and  the  aboli- 
tion of  national  banks. 

Another  Village. 
Lima,  Ohio,  July  20.  'I'he  village  of 
Roundhead  was  destroyed  by  fire  early 
Saturday  morning.  The  lightui^ 
struck  the  large  wheel  factory  in  the-vU- 
lage,  and  that  caused  a  general  conl!ajr- 
ration.

AN  ARGENTINE  FAILURE. 


A  London  Bank  With  Argentine  Busi- 
ness Goes  Do'w  n. 

London,  July  18.  -The  failure  of  the 
English  bank  of  the  River  Plate  (limited) 
is  this  noon  announced. 

The  bank  posseti  a  capittl  of  ^1,500,000 
whereof  one  half  was  paid  in,  while  the 
other  half  was  applicable  only  in  the 
event  of  the  bank's  going  into  liquida- 
tion, and  could  not  be  used  for  ordinary 
business  purposes.  The  bank  has  a  re- 
serve of  ^'420,000  and  has  paid  a  10  per 
cent  dividend  for  the  last  three  years.  It 
is  explained  by  the  officers  of  the  sus- 
pended institution  that  its  difficulties 
have  arisen  from  the  impossibility  of  col- 
lecting its  Argentine  debts  in  conse- 
quence of  the  ultimatum  on  silver  and 
paper  payments  recently  decreed  by  the 
government  Argentine  Republic.

Excitement  in  Paris. 

Paris,  July  i8.--Excitement  over  the 
strike  of  railway  employes  grows  apace.

anoiliet  impetus  by  the  advance  of  the 
Kscanaba  and  Mari|uette  rate.  It  is 
quite  evident  that  with  the  incoming 
grain  crops  there  will  be  a  further  ile- 
mand  for  Iransporlation,  which  must  tell 
upon  the  rate. 

The  pig  iron  market  is  quiet  and  slug- 
gish. There  is  very  little  buying  in 
quantity.  The  mills  are  busy  in  Pitts- 
burgh, but  the  mo.-t  of  them  in  the  val- 
ley are  either  shut  down  for  repairs,  or 
are  preparing  to  do  so.

Other  members  of    the  s;ime  im- 
portant committee    with    the  party    are 
Messrs.  Stephenson,  Townsend.  Blanch- 
-ard  and  Gibson.      Of    the   senators.  Mr. 
.Sawver  is  a  member  of  the  comrnittee  on 
-commerce,  and  Mr. Stockbridge  is  chair- 
.man  of  the  committee  on  fisheries. 

The  excursion  was  planned  by  Sen- 
ator McMillan,  of  ^lichigan,  who  was, 
however,  unable  to  come,  and  Congress- 
man Stephenson,  whose  guests  the  others 
are.  Duluth  is  the  end  of  their  trip,  they 
starting  for  home  tomorrow  morning, 
stopping  over  half  a  day  at  Superior. 

This  morning  aftor  arrival  carriages 
were  provided  the  visitors  by  the  city 
and  a  ride  taken  over  the  terrace  and  to 
a  few  other  points  of  interest,  enough 
Daluth  people  being  alon^  to  point  out 
Che  chief  attractions  and  snow  all  needed 
attentioBs.  The  beautv  of  the  drive  and 
the  tine  appearance  of  the  city  \vere 
freelv  commented  on  by  the  tourists. 
Justt»rfore  noon  train  was  taken  toWest 
Doiiidi  to  show  the  members  of  the 
QOOBniittee  the  necessity  of  liberal  appro- 
p,nations  for  improving  the  river  so  that 
aihe  large  manufacturing  interests  there, 
ihe  sawmills,  blast  furnace,  etc.,  may 
•ship  lumber  and  receive  coal  direct. 
The  town  was  a  constant  surprise  and 
•the  new  comers  stated  that  in  the  trip 
•through  the  West  they  had  seen  nothing 
like  West  Duluth. 

This  afternoon  a  trip  about  the  harbor 
was  given  the  visitors,  and  the  questions 
that  may  come  up  in  congress  as  to  im- 
provement fully  explained.  This  even- 
mg  a  banquet  will  be  had  at  the  Spald- 
ing and  tomorrow  the  party  will  leave. 

General  Henderson,  of  Illinois,  is 
among  the  more  prominent  members  of 
the  party.  He  is  a  most  affable 
gentleman  and  one  whose  long 
service  in  the  legislative  halls 
has  made  him  familiar  with  matters  of 
great  import.  "I  have  so  long  been 
studying  the  commerce  of  the  Sault 
canal  and  lakes  in  my  official  capacity, " 
said  he  this  morning,  "that  I  could  liot 
learn  anything  new  of  its  magnitude; 
but  I  did  learn  much  of  the  practical 
workings  of  the  lock,  and  1  was  much 
impressed  with  the  grandeur  and  magnifi- 
•cence  of  the  waterways.  This  is  my  first 
trip  up  Lake  Superior,  although  I  have 
•often  seen  the  other  lakes,  especially 
Erie.  One  must  see  Superior  in  oj-der  to 
•obtain  a  proper  conception  of  her  vast- 
ness." 

Congressman  Lind,  of  New  Ulm, 
Minn.,  is  here  with  his  wife.  He  was  not 
able  to  be  with  the  delegation  until  they 
reached  this  city.  Mr.  Lind  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  old  river  and  harbor  commit- 
tee and  is  a  slimly  built  gentleman  whose 
left  hand  is  gone'.  He  is  of  very  quiet 
manner,  but  makes  a  good  impression. 
Several  of  his  countrynien  called  to 
see  him,  among  them  Hon.  E.  G.  Swan- 
strom.  Mr.  Lind  says  that  it  is  much 
pleasanter  to  be  among  the  minority 
than  the  majority  in  congress,  especially 
a  majority  that  is  very  small.  A  mem- 
ber of  the  majority  has  very  great  re- 
sponsibilities, and  when  the  majority  is 
close,  his  life  is  one  of  constant  worry. 
He  IS  greatly  pleased  to  be  in  Duluth 
with  the  members  of  the  all-miportant 
waterways  committee  of  the  last  con- 
gress, and  is  sure  the  trip  will  do  much  ! 
good  in  many  ways.

The  governor  announced 
that  upon  the  advice  of  the  state 
attorney,  he  had  no  right  to  take 
any  steps  in  the  matter  and  that  the 
county  and  city  authorities  were  the 
proper  officials  to  sec  that  the  laws  of 
the  state  were  enforced.  The  governor 
announced  that  he  had  no  authority  in 
the  matter  unless  the  county  and  city 
authorities  should  call  upon  him  for  aid 
in  the  premises,  in  which  case  he  could 
call  out  the  national  guard.  The  gover- 
nor, however,  promised  the  committee 
that  he  w  ould  issue  a  proclamation  today 
calling  attention  to  the  laws  of  the  state 
relative  to  prize  fighting  and  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  their  enforcement.  The  pro- 
clamation is  now  being  prepared  in  the 
governor's  office. 


Fatal  Expl  sion. 
Stanton,  Mich.,  July  21.  A  boiler 
explosion  in  which  two  persons  were 
killed  instantly  and  one  was  injured  so 
that  he  died  shortly  afterward  and  sev- 
eral others  were  badly  cut  and  bruised, 
occurred  in  Perkins  Pros.'  sawmill  at 
Lakcview,  this  county,  late  yesterday 
afternoon.

Charlie  Mill- 
ham,  a  6-year-old  boy,  who  a  week  ago 
swallowed  a  tv.enty-two  caliber  pistol 
cartridge,  is  still  in  the  best  of  health 
and  shows  no  ill  effects  from  the  pres- 
ence of  the  unusual  visitor  in  his  in- 
testines. 

The  case  is  \'ery  similar  to  that  of 
Rev.  Dr.  Pothwell,  the  clergyman,  who 
recently  lost  hi?  life  by  swallowing  a 
cork.

Rev.  Charles  H.  Spurgeon,  of  London, 
passed  another  restless  night  and  is  this 
morning  very  ;nuch  exhausted. 

Mrs.  Delia  T.  Parnell,  mother  of  Chas. 
Stewart  Parnell,  while  fondling  a  strange 
dog  on  Thursc  ay  at  her  home  at  Iron- 
sides, N.  J.,  was  badly  bitten  on  the  left 
hand.  The  dog  was  at  once  killed  and 
the  wound  cauterized. 


Coal  Creek,  Tenn.,  July  21.— The 
mountains  about  Coal  Creek  are  filled 
with  miners  and  mountaineers  armed 
with  Winchesters.  It  is  estimated  that 
about  3000  are  in  the  brush  awaiting  the 
turn  of  affairs.  Tennessee's  entire 
militia  and  some  artillery  from  Georgia 
are  expected  upon  special  trains  within 
the  next  six  hours.  Intense  anxiety  is 
felt  as  to  the  outcome  of  the  trouble. 
Large  quantities  of  ammunition  and  pro- 
visions have  arrived  at  Knoxville  for  the 
trosps.  The  stockade  in  the  valley  is 
deserted,  but  will  be  occupied  by  troops 
today. 

The  troops  are  still  awaiting  orders  to 
proceed  to  Briceville.  Four  hundred 
soldiers  have  just  arrived  fr6ni  Memphis 
and  Nashville,  which,  together  with  those 
already  here,  will  proceed  to  the  scene 
of  the  trouble  this  at lernoon.  A  conflict, 
and  a  bloody  one  at  that,  seems  unavoid- 
able. 

It  was  reported  late  last  night  that  the 
governor  was  considering  the  advisa- 
bility of  appealing  to  President  Harri- 
son to  send  a  regiment  of  United  .States 
regulars  to  the  scene  of  the  mining 
troubles. 

Where  Clemency  is  Expected. 
Sing  Sing,  N.  Y.,  July  21.  Barring 
the  interference  of  (iovernor  Hill,  Nico- 
lai  Trczza,  the  21-year-old  Italian  will  be 
electrocuted  before  the  end  of  the  pres- 
ent week.  His  crime  was  the  murder  of 
Alexander  Solvano  on  Easter  Sunday  of 
last  year.  All  the  evidence  at  the  trial 
indicated  that  the  act  was  committed  in 
self  defense,  but  the  jury  thought  other- 
wise. He  has  a  16-year-old  wife  and  a 
baby  in  Brooklyn,  and  a  belief  in  his 
plea  of  self  defense  has  induced  over 
2000  prominent  Italian  citizens  to  mem- 
orialize the  governor  in  his  behalf. 

Gould  Lines  Consolidate. 
Fort  Scott,  Kan.,  July  21.— A  meet- 
ing of  the  directors  of  three  of  Jay 
Gould's  roads,  the  Fort  Scott  &  South- 
ern, the  Fort  Scott  &  Eastern  and  Fort 
Scott  Belt  Terminal  railway,  took  place 
here  yesterday.  They  were  consolidated 
under  the  name  of  Fort  Scott  Central 
Railway  company,  with  the  following 
board  of  directors:  George  J.  Gould,  S. 
H.  H.  Clark,  George  C.  Smith,  E.  G, 
Merriam,  Russell  Harding,  J.  H.  Rich- 
ards and  W.  A.  Johnson.  The  headquar- 
ters v.ill  be  at  Fort  Scott. 


BAR  YOUR  DOORS. 


Superior  Burglars  Commence  Opera- 
tions on  This  Side. 

Officer  Olson  had  a  fierce  struggle  for 
his  life  at  an  early  hour  this  morning 
He  was  making  his  regular  beat  on  East 
Third  street,  and  when  near  the  house  of 
Herman  Burg,  No.  218,  he  spied  a  man 
in  Burg's  back  yard  acting  in  a  most 
suspicious  manner.  It  was  only  the 
work  of  a  moment  to  get  close  to  the 
fellow  and  seize  him.  A  lively  tussle 
ensued  and  the  burglar  whipjjcd  out 
a  revolver.  In  the  scuffle  the  revolver 
was  knocked  out  of  the  burglar's  hand 
and  then  there  was  a  fierce  contest  for 
the  possession  of  it.  1  he  officer  was  the 
lucky  man  and  it  was  then  only  a  matter 
of  course  to  compel  his  prisoner  to  de- 
sist. In  a  short  time  the  arrested  man 
was  behind  the  bars  of  the  city  jail. 

The  prisoner  is  well  known  to  the 
police.  His  name  is  Jimmy  .Murray,  and 
he  was  ordered  out  of  here  by  Detective 
Benson  three  years  ago.  He  robbed  a 
house  in  St.  Paul  about  a  year  ago  and 
has  made  Superior  his  headquarters  for 
about  a  year.  He  is  one  of  a  gang 
who  have  been  burglarizing  Su- 
perior residences  for  many  months.  He 
came  to  Duluth  on  the  last  train  from 
Superior  at  12:40  this  morning  and  got 
off  at  Rice's  Point.  When  the  f)fficer 
captured  him  he  was  sneaking  in  his 
stocking  feet  around  the  rear  of  the 
house,  carrying  his  shoes  in  his  hand. 
On  his  person  was  found  a  pair  of  key 
nippers,  with  which  he  opens  doors  as 
easily  as  if  he  had  the  keys.  He  was 
evidently  about  to  attempt  to  rob  the 
house  but  he  had  not  gainea  entrance.

Below  is  the  proposition  of  the  Mesaba 
people  on  the  subject  of  terminal  facili- 
ties in  this  city.  It  was  submitted  to  the 
chamber  of  commerce  committee  on  the 
1 8th  instant,  but  as  yet  that  committee 
has  made  no  report.  The  scheme  con- 
tained in  the  suggestion  submitted  seems 
to  be  entirely  fair  to  all  parties  inter- 
ested, as  it  secures,  if  adopted,  every  in- 
terest which  ought  to  be  protected.  It 
gives  the  control  of 
county  and  city;  it 
to  the  presently 
minal  company, 
to  incoming  roads 
terminal  facilities  at 
This  is  what  the  people  want,  and  what 
they  have  all  along  insisted  upon.  By 
this  plan  the  city  and  county  aid  all 
roads  desiring  entrance  here  without 
losing  a  dollar  and  without  enriching 
unduly  any  private  clique  or  party.  If 
this  scheme,  or  something  equally  fair, 
is  not  speedily  adopted,  the  people  will 
favor  the  small  aid  the  Mesaba  peo- 
ple are  asking.  They  are  already  knock- 
ing at  our  door  for  entrance.  Shall  Du- 
luth let  them  in?  This  is  their  proposi- 
tion: 

The  Duluth,  Mesaba  &  Northern  Rail- 
way company  suggests  as  follows: 

I.  That  the  Duluth  Transfer  Railway 
company  already  incorporated  use  its 
franchises  and  property  for  the  purpose 
of  operating  a  terminal  railway  system 
in  the  city  of  Duluth  for  the  joint  benefit 
of  said  city,  the  county  of  St.  Louis  and 
such  railway  comapnies  as  now  desire  o 
may  hereafter  desire  to  enter  said  city, 
and  with  tracks  extending  from  Lester 
Park  to  Fond  du  Lac  in  said  county,  or 
over  so  much  of  said  distance  as  may  be 
nece^sary,  provided  the  frachises  and 
capitalization  arc  suitable  and  sufficient 
for  such  purposes. 

II.  It  is  assumed  that  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company  is  two  millions  of  dol- 
lars. 

III.  That  the  company  shall.apply  to 
the  county  of  St.  Louis  for  aid  in  the 
construction  of  its  road  to  the  extent  of 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars  (§500,000) 
in  exchange  for  a  like  amount  of  stock 
of  said  company. 

1\'.  That  the  city  of  Duluth  may  re- 
ceive hve  hundred  thousand  one  hundred 
dollars  ($500,100)  in  the  slock  of  said 
company  in  exchange  for  property  and 
rights  of  way,  provided  said  city  will 
transfer  property  and  rights  of  way  of 
that  value,  and  in  case  it  cannot  do  so  it 
shall  at  all  events  receive  by  its  trustee 
a  proxy  to  \ote  stock  in  excess  of  what 
it  can  thus  pay  for  enough  to  make  its 
voting  strength  in  the  aggregate  five 
hundred  thousand  one  hundred  dollars 
($qoo,iooi. 

'\'.  That  the  sftid  Duluth  Transfer 
Railway  company  may  retain  stock  at 
par  value  in  exchange  for  its  expenses 
alreadv  incurred  and  its  franchise  and 
property,  with  lo  per  cent  added,  at  a 
valuation  to  be  determined  by  a  commit- 
tee of  three  disinterested  persons,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  selected  by  the  board  of 
countv  commissioners,  (me  by  the  city 
council  and  one  bv  said  company. 

\1.  That  the  residue  of  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  shall  remain 
treasury  stock  until  solital  par  or  above. 

\II.  '  That  all  standard  guage  rail- 
roads desiring  to  use  said  tcnninal  road 
in  entering  said  city  shall  be  entitled  lo 
do  so  ujmn  a  footing  of  entire  equality 
with  every  other  road  using  the  same, 
upon  a  basis  of  charges  proportioned  to 
the  extent  said  terininals  arc  used  b\ 
said  roads  respectively. 

\"lll.  That  the  rates  lobe  charged 
such  incoming  roads  by  said  terminal

XL  That  whenever  such  company 
shall  apply  for  aid.  as  herein  set  I'orth.

lierein  provided  for,  to  the  countv  of  St.

OIR  VISITORS. 

The  coni^rcisional  visitors  who  were 
with  us  yesterday  and  today  expressed 
at  the  banquet  last  night  their  genuine 
surprise  at  what  they  have  beheld  all 
a!on,>;  their  tour  of  the  lakes.  The  pres- 
ent magnitude  of  our  commerce  and  the 
marvelous  possibilities  ot  the  future,  can 
be  realized  only  by  a  personal  visit,  and 
such  visit  can  hardly  be  made  without 
the  great  truth  being  impressed  upon 
the  mind.  The  gentlemen  who  are  with 
us  are  neither  blind  nor  deaf,  and  they 
feel  the  logic  of  creative  power. 

\Ve  welcome  them  as  we  welcome  all 
to  the  hillside  home  of  the  cliff  dwellers, 
knowing  that  they  cannot  depart  with- 
out bearing  with  them  something  of  the 
enthusiasm  and  inspiration  of  the  place. 
They  will  go  back  to  their  public  duties 
better  fitted  to  judge  of  our  just  deSerts 
and  awake  to  the  wonders  of  our  inter- 
nal commerce.  They  have  learned  of 
the  tens  of  millions  that  are  saved  to  the 
people  every  year  by  the  creative  gift  of 
the  chain  of  lakes,  and  of  the  commer- 
cial paralysis  that  would  ensue  from  anv 
accidental  stoppage  of  the  traffic  in  the 
busy  season.  Their  visit,  therefore, 
means  a  more  earnest  and  persistent  ad- 
vocacy of  lake  improvements  for  the 
general  welfare,  and  that  in  future  we 
shall  not  be  alone  in  the  contest,  but 
shall  have  marshalled  on  our  side  able 
and  valiant  leaders  in  what,  though  it 
may  appear  a  local  battle,  is  in  truth  the 
people's  cause. 

OXCE  MURE  THK  .MKSABA. 
It   still  seems  onjy    half  agreed   that 

the  Mesaba  folks  will  withdraw  for  some 
definite  length  of  time  their  proposition 
for  the  voting  of  county  bonds  in  aid  of 
their  road  to  the  iron  ranges,  and  give 
our  citizens  an  opportunity  to  perfect  a 
general  terminal  scheme.  It  is  believed 
that  a  plan  satisfactory  to  the  county,  to 
the  incoming  railways,  and  to  all  con- 
cerned can  be  readily  arringed,  and 
that  no  obstacles  will  be  in  the  way  of 
voting  half  a  million  bonds  on  the  gen- 
eral proj>osition.  This  is  the  proper 
course  to  pursue,  and  if  our  citizens 
take  hold  of  it  as  the  opportunity  and 
the  occasion  demand,  a  problem  will  be 
speedily  solved  that  will  prove  of  incal- 
culable advantage  to  Duluth.  IJut  if 
there  is  faltering,  and  doubting,  and 
jealousies  now,  then  the  Mesaba  propo- 
sition will  be  carried  and  the  general 
terminal  must  retire  to  the  rear  till  we 
are  worthy  of  so  great  an   achievement. 


There  is  just  now  a  vacancy  in  the 
I'nited  States  senatorial  delegation  from 
-Maryland,  caused  by  the  death  of  Sena- 
tor Wilson  in  the  last  weeks  of  the  re- 
cent session.  Gov.  Jackson  aspires  to 
the  place  and  has  not  yet  made  an  ap- 
pointment. The  legislature  of  that  state 
will  meet  a  month  after  the  convening  of 
congress  ne.xt  winter,  and  so  the  ap- 
pointment would  give  the  incumbent  but 
a  little  brief  glory.  E.\-Congressman 
Gibson,  who  is  with  the  visiting  party  in 
the  city,  is  al.so  in  the  line  of  succession 
and  may  be  honored  with  the  place  al- 
though the  governor  has  the  advantage 
of  position. 

Senator  Sto<:kl)ridge,  of  Kalamazoo, 
Mich.,  enjoyed  the  boat  ride  up  the  St. 
Louis  river  to  New  Duluth  yesterday  af- 
ternoon, but  found  the  channel  so  deep 
as  to  need  dredging  onlyat  a  few  points. 
Duluth  people  themselves  do  not  real- 
ize that  tly.'  bed  of  the  river  is  from 
twenty  to  fifty  feet  deep.  Two  or  three 
miler.  could  be  saved  by  dredging  a  lit- 
tle cut-ofT  at  one  point,  and  there  are  a 
few  bars  over  which  the  water  is  but 
eight  or  ten  feet  in  depth.  Otherwise 
the  river  is  in  readiness  for  ocean  com- 
merce. 


The  .Mesaba  movement  is  held  in  high 
favor  by  most  of  the  people  of  Duluth, 
and  with  the  bond  proposition  revised  as 
it  is  now  proposed  to  do,  a  heavy  vote,  it 
is  believed  would  be  voted  on  the  range. 
The  road  should  tap  the  entire  iron 
country  and  thus  become  an  all  around 
Sl  Louis  county  enterprise.  Terminal 
matters  must  be  pushed  along  in  the 
utmost  good  faith  or  many  will  become 
dissatisfied  with  the  whole  affair  and  im- 
patient to  vote  on  the  Mesaba  bonds.

Plam  Talk  on  the  Old  Terminal 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

As  a  subscriber  to  your  paper  1  take 
the  liberty  to  take  exception  to  an  article 
in  your  issue  of  the  i6th  inst,  headed 
"The  Old  Terminal  Company."  In  th.it 
article  you  undertake  to  excuse  the  old 
terminal  company  who  sold  out  lo  the 
Eastern  Minnesota,  and  speak  of  the  ex- 
orbitant price  the  Eastern  Minnesota 
paid  for  the  thirty-foot  alley  to  the  abut- 
ting property  owners.  Now  let  us  get  at 
the  facts.  My  brother  owns  lot  184, 
block  24,  Second  addition,  Duluth  Prop- 
er, and  which  represents  50  by  132  feet 
to  a  thirty-foot  alley,  fronting  on  Michi- 
gan street.  The  property  on  that  street 
is  destined  to  be  usea  for  wholesale  or 
manufacturing  purposes  and  the  thirty- 
foot  alley  is  as  necessary  to  the  propertv 
for  shipping  purposes  as  light  or  air  would 
be.  .After  long  wrangling,  the  Eastern 
.Minnesota  paid  the  magnificent  sum  of 
S350  for  the  thirty-foot  alley  in  the  rear 
of  that  fifty  feet,  and  the  property  is  now 
virtually  ruined  for  shipping  purposes. 
The  attorney  who  attended  to  the  case 
for  iny  brother  did  so  without  authority, 
and  up  to  date  no  money  has  been  re- 
ceived yet  bvthe  owner  from  the  amount 
paid  by  the  railroad  company,  if  paid 
at  all. 

Holding  property  in  Duluth  by  non- 
residents is  not  a  profitable  investment 
as  far  as  my  experience  goes.  I  like 
vour  town  and  think  it  has  a  great  future 
before  it,  but  the  greed  of  your  railroads, 
your  lawyers  and  real  estate  men,  who 
think  everything  ought  to  be  given  to 
them,  will  surely  work  injury  to  your 
town.  We  have  some  outside 
investments  around  Duluth  both 
east  and  west,  and  we  feel  that 
no  matter  which  way  the  Mesaba  or  the 
Winnipeg  comes  in,  your  roads  will  take 
the  land  and  pay  nothing  for  it,  and  for 
that  reason  take  no  interest  in  the  loca- 
tion of  the  right-of-way,  nor  whether 
your  terminals  will  be  controlled  by  the 
road  or  the  city  of  Duluth. 

This  may  be  plain  language  and  not 
palatable  to  a  Duluth  man,  but  they  are 
facts  and  you  may  publish  them  if  you 
wish.

Vote  the  Bonds. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

Twenty  odd  years  ago  the  people  of 
Old  Superior  were  asked  by  a  certain 
railroad  corporation  for  a  bonus  in  lands 
or  money  to  assist  in  building  their  roati 
into  .Superior  and  establish  their  ter- 
minals at  that  point.  They  were  met 
by  the  statement  that  God  had  formed 
.Superior  and  no  railroad  could  come  to 
the  head  of  the  lake  without  coming 
into  Old  .Superior,  and  they  would  do 
nothing.  The  result  is  that  (iod  and  the 
Old  Superiorites  still  hold  the  fort  over 
there,  and  Duluth"  has  a  'population  of 
50,000  people  and  the  proud  position  of 
first  place  in  the  coming  race  of  great 
cities  of  the  Western  empire.  In  these 
days  the  God  that  builds  railroads  is 
represented  by  the  almighty  dollar  of 
our  dads  with  the  American  e.iglc  on 
one  side  and  the  goddess  of  liberty  on 
the  other,  which  interpreted  means  that 
railroads  have  liberty  to  go  where  they 
can  get  the  most  money,  and  the  eagle 
screams  for  those  who  are  successful  in 
securing  their  terminals.  The  Duluth, 
Mesaba  &  Northern  is  asking  for  a  bonus 
of  $150,000  of  St.  Louis  county  bonds  to 
enable  them  to  build  their  road  and  es- 
tablish their  terminals  at  Duluth.  In 
exchange  for  which  they  agree  to  give 
the  county  $150,000  of  the  stock  of  their 
road,  and  build  their  terminals,  ore 
docks,  etc.,  within  the  city  limits  of  Du- 
luth. The  stock  they  give,  if  their  road 
is  successful,  will  be  worth  as  much  as 
the  bonds  they  receive,  while  the  build- 
ing of  the  road  and  establishment  of 
their  terminals  will  make  it  a  purely  Du- 
luth enterprise,  and  will  increase  the 
value  of  j)roperty  iu  the  city  and  county 
more  than  ten  times  the  value  of  the 
bonds. 

I  can  see  no  reason,  if  we  can  get  the 
ores  that  are  naturally  tributary  to  us, 
brought  in  here  why,  in  a  few  years,  Du- 
luth may  not  become  the  primary  ore 
market  of  the  country  as  she  is  today 
the  primary  wheat  market.  And  this 
would  result  in  the  building  of  furnaces, 
rolling  mills,  etc.,  with  their  accessory 
manufactures  and  make  her  out-Pitts- 
burgh Pittsburgh. 

It  is  argued  by  some  that  a  general 
plan  for  issuing  a  larger  amount  of  bonds 
by  the  city  and  county  to  a  terminal 
company  and  provide  for  all  roads  that 
may  desire  entrance  and  shall  in  some 
manner  be  under  the  control  of  the  city 
and  county  would  be  the  best  way 
to  settle  the  matter.  If  some 
Such  general  plan  can  be  concocted  in 
time  that  will  be  acceptable  to  all  p-irt- 
ies  and  accomplish  the  desired  results  in 
securing  the  roads  to  the  city,  it  is  all 
right  and  preferable,  but  a  bird  in  the 
hand  is  worth  two  in  the  bush,  and  the 
apathy  and  indifference  which  the  peo- 
ple of  Duluth  (with  a  few  honorable  ex- 
ceptions) have  manifested  towards  the 
Duluth  &  Winnipeg,  a  road  of  probably 
greater  importance  to  the  city  than  any 
other  being  built  or  projected,  ought  to 
warn  our  pcoj)le  that  delays  are  danger- 
ous and  that  the  time  to  strike  is  while 
the  iron  is  hoL  Duluth,  the  beautiful, 
with  more  natural  advantages  th.in  any 
city  in  the  great  Northwest,  improved 
and  embellished  by  the  hands  of  her  en- 
terprising citizens  cannot  now  afford  to 
discount  lier  manfest  destiny  by  playing 
into  the  hands  of  her  wide-awake  com- 
petitor across  the  bay  by  refusing  lo  in- 
vest a  few  of  dad's  dollars  at  100  per 
cent  interest.  So  Mr.  Editor  unless 
something  better  is  offered  1  for  one  am 
in  favor  of  voting  the  bonds  asked  for  lo 
the  Duluth,  .Mesaba  &  Northern  Rail- 
road company.

Johnson,  Rev.  A.  DeRossett  .Mares  led 
the  way.  Gen.  Bradley  J.  Johnson  was 
assistant  to  Chief  ^Marshal  Walker. 
Then  came  the  survivors  of  Stonewall 
Jackson's  brigade;  some  on  foot  others 
on  on  horseback,  and  many  old,  en- 
feebled or  cripplod,  in  carriages.  Be- 
hind a  band  that  tooted  the  familiar 
strains  of  Dixie,  came  the  survivors  of 
Staunton  Poagues  and  Carpenter's 
brigades  -2cxx3  of  them— with  Col. 
W.  T.  Poague  in  command.  Then 
the  surviving  officers,  Col.  C.  Cummings, 
Thirty-third  regiment;  Col.  .Andrew 
Jackson  Gregsby,  Col.  J.  K.  Edmonson, 
Twenty-seventh;  Col.  J.  H.  Willians, 
Fifth.  After  these  came  carriages  with 
the  honorary  guests,  the  orator,  presid- 
ing officers,  the  sculptor  of  the  statue, 
Mr.  \;;iGntine,  .Mrs.  Gen.  Jackson  and 
W.  K.Christian, of  the  New  York  Forum, 
who  named  his  only  daughter  .Stonewall 
Julia  Jackson  Christian,  with  two  little 
grandc  hildren  of  Jaekson,  Julia  Jackson 
Christian  and  Thomas  Jackson  Christian. 
In  the  third  division  were  the  members 
of  the  memorial  committee,  under  the 
auspices  of  wliich  the  money  was  rai.sed 
for  the  statue,  members  of  the  Ladies 
Jackson  Memorial  asso<:iation,  the  gen- 
eral officers  of  the  ConfedenUe  .States 
army,  int  hiding  Gens.  T.  L.  Rosser, 
<ieorge  H.  Stuart,  Bradlev  S.  Johnston, 
Win.  H.  Paine,  John  Kchols,  John  R. 
L.iwton,  Fit/hugh  Lee,  Roger  A.  Pryor, 
John  -McCausland  and  J.  R.  Jones,  to- 
gether with  the  faculty  and  board  of 
visitors  and  military  staff  of  the 
Virginia  .Military  institute.  In  the 
fourth  division  was  the  .Society  of  the 
Army  and  Navy  of  the  Confederate 
States  of  the  .State  of  .Maryland,  and  a 
large  number  of  visiting  veteran  camps, 
including  Lee  camp  of  Richmond,  ttie 
New  Orleans  veterans,  Tiger  camp,  of 
Salisbury,  N.  C,  W  iiu  hester  camp  and 
veteran  organizations  from  M.irvland, 
Washington  City,  Leesburg  and  Roan- 
oke. Behind  the  veterans  came  local 
cavalry  conii)anies  with  infantry  and  ar- 
tillery and  a  company  of  sharpshooters. 
.  It  was  nearly  2  o'clock  when  the  pro- 
cession reached  the  cemetery  and  not  less 
than  30,000  people  had  surrounded  the 
tomb  and  st  itue  when  the  firing  of  a  gun 
indicated  that  the  exercises  were  about 
to  roinmence.  As  a  i»relude  the  com- 
bined bands  rendered  ".My  Country  'Tis 
of  'i'hee, "  antl  then  amidst  rousing  cheefs 
little  Julia  Jackson  Christian,  grand- 
daughter of  the  immortal  warrior,   gave 


Lf:.\IN(JT(>n,  Va„  July  Ji.  Three  dec- 
;tdos  ago  today  jo.ixo  men  f.ued  each 
other  upon  the  fair  tields  of  .Mana.ssas  in 
the  valley  of  the  Virginia.  Two-thirds 
of  them  wore  the  blue  the  balance  the 
gray.  The  men  of  the  North  were  led 
by  Pope,  the  men  of  the  South  by  Stone- 
wall Jackson. 

Thirty  years  have  passetl   awav.     The 
terrible  times  of  the  'fo's  are  but  a  mem- 
ory.    There  is  no  longer  a    North   and  a 
South,  only  a  united  country,   and  today 
on  the  anniversary    of    this    memorable 
event  the  men  who  once    wore   the  blue 
and  the    gray    are    fraternizing    in    the 
streets  of  this  city  and  uniting   in    doing 
honor  to  the  meuM>ry  of   Stonewall  Jack- 
.son,  in  the  deication    of   the    monument 
which  surmounts   his   tomb.     Lexington  ' 
is  in  holiday  attire  in    honor  of   the  day  | 
and    the   event.     Not   less    than    3o,cxx) 
Confederates  are  in    town.     They   have 
come  from  every  state  that   cast   its   lot 
with  the  secessionists.    Some    of    them 
lack  an  arm,    others    a    leg;    there    arc 
maimed,  halt  and  blind,  but  their   hearts 
still  beat  in  sympathy    with    the   South, 
and  they  are  proud  of   their   native   sec- 
tion of  the  country.     Probably   not    less 
than  10,000  of  the  boys    who    wore    the 
blue  are  also  here  and  in  the    throngs  in 
the  streets  the  blue   raiment    and    brass 
buttons  of  the  Grand  Army  of    the    Re- 
public are  to  be    seen    on    every    hand. 
Today  was  ushered  in  by    salvos    of  ar- 
tillery from    Rockbridge    battery,    \'ir- 
Xinia's  military  institute,   and   the    West 
Point  of  the  confedracy.    At    11    o'clock 
the  preliminary  exercises  were    held  on 
the  campus  of  Washington  and  Lee  uni- 
versity where  a    grand   stand  had  been 
erected  fronting  the  main    building   and 
overlooking  a  broad    expanse    of   rising 
ground  forming  an   amphitheater   eiiual 
to  tbe  accommodation  of  40,000    people. 
Gen.  Wade  Hampton,    of    South    Caro- 
lina, was    the    presiding    officer   and  to 
the  right  and  lett  of  him   on    the    grand 
stand  were  groups  of  surviving    officers 
of  the  Confederate  army  and   navy   and 
other  prominent  persons.     With    a    few 
words  of  greeting  Gen.    Hampton  intro- 
duced the  Rev.  A.  C.  Hopkins,  D.  D.,  of 
Charleston.  W.  Va.,  who  was  chaplain  of 
Sionewell  Jackson's  staff,    and    who    in- 
voked the  blessing  of  the    Almightv    on 
the  country  and    commended   to    divine 
Providence  the  welfare  of    the  Southern 
states.     Amid  rousing  cheers,  which  con- 
tinued for  several  moments,   Gen.   Jubal 
A.  Karly  w.15  introduced  as  the  orator  of 
the  day.  and  the  grizzled  veteran  who,  as 
Gen.  Hampton  .said    in   his  introductory 
remark,  is    probably  the   best    informed 
survivor  in  the  entire    country  on  South- 
ern civil  war  history,    eloquently  dilated 
on    the      life,    character    and     military 
achievements  of  the   renowned    warrior. 
His  alternate  brilliant   tlights    and  path- 
etic   reminiscences,    now    evoking    ap- 
plause and  ag^ain  moving    the  vast  audi- 
ence to  tears.     Mrs.    .Margaret  J.    Pres- 
ton, the   well-known    Southern    poetess, 
was  too  feeble    to    prepare   appropriate 
verses,  and  as  a  substitute.    Col.    T.    M. 
Semmes    read      the    Confederate      war 
poems,      "Stonewall     Jackson's      Way" 
and  "Over  the  River."     The    pronounc- 
ing of  the  benediction  brought    this  por- 
tion of  the  exercises  to  a  conclusion  and 
the  participants  in  the  gathering  at  once 
began    to    form    in    line  for    the  grand 
parade.     Of  this    ex-Governor    General 
James    A.  Walker,    the    only   surviving 
commander  of  Stonewall's  brigade,  was 
chief  marshal. 

Promptly  at  noon  the  firing  of  a  con- 
non  gave  the  signal  for  the  head  of  the 
line  to  move.  Gen.  Walker  and  his 
aide.s,  as  follows:  Col.  H.  Kvd  Douglas, 
Lieut.  Cols.  J.  Lyle  Clarke  arid  R.  Carter 
Smith;  .Maj.  J.  T.  .M.  Barnes,  Captains  J 


a  gentle  pull  to  the  cord  and  the  vei 
which  had  hidden  the  heroic  bronze 
figure  of  Stonewall  Jack.son  from 
sight  fell  away.  As  the  c.>nvas  fell  to 
the  ground  theold  survivors  of  Manassis 
who  composed  the  Rockbridge  battery 
fireil  a  salute  of  seventeen  guns  with 
the  artillery  used  in  that  battle,  while 
cheers  from  .|o.ooo  tj^roats  rent  the  air. 
The  procession  then  reformed  and  re- 
turned to  town,  where  lunch  was  served 
the  participants.  This  evening  :i  ban- 
tpiet  will  be  teiideretl  ti>  twenty-live 
members  of  the  Southern  so(  iety  of  New 
York,  who.  headed  l)y  Hugh  M. Cordon, 
participated  in  the  proceedings.  A  large 
number  of  Inion  veterans  were  also 
tendered  a  lunch  this  aftern(u)n,  and  in 
the  procession  the  boys  in  blue  were  en- 
thusiastically greeted.  .-\mong  the 
prtiminent  Union  veterans  who  were 
present  were:  .Marshals,  Maj.  S.  J. 
.Moore;  captains,  James  Burngardner, 
K:indolph  Barton,  IJaltimore;  H.  R. 
Garden.  New  York;  |.  II.  H.  Figgat; 
colonels,  Lee,  Maitz,  T.  R.  Marshall,  I. 
r.  Dunlap,  H.  K.  Moore,  R.  T.  .M<  Lean, 
W.  F.  lolinson,  Wm.  Wade,  S.  W.  Pax- 
ton,  .M.  D.  Wilson,  ].  X.  Bell,  H.  C.  Raw- 
Iings. 

The  statue  which  was  dedicated  today 
is  of  bronze  nine  feet  in  height,  and  rep- 
resents Gen.  Jackson  in  full  uniform,  his 
coat   buttoned    tightly  around   him  and 
his  sword  unstrung.     His  cavalrv    boots 
reach  above  the  knees,    the    bocfy    rests 
upon  the  left  leg,  the  right  being  slightly 
bended  with  the  toot  forward.     Thebody 
is    erect    with    the    head  uncovered  the 
eyes  as  if  looking  in    the   distance.     The 
left  hand  is  gloved   and  resting    on   the 
sword  which    is    planted    firmly  on   the 
base.      The  right  hand  is  bare  and  grasps 
a    field-olass.     The  face    is    taken  from 
the  dead  mask  and  is  an  excellent    like- 
ness   while  the    clothes    were    modeled, 
from  the  garments   and    ccjuipments    of' 
the  deceased  general.

The 
opening  here  was  i  V^"  above  yesterday's 
cK)se  for  September  ami  prices  ail  vanced 
'4C  more  in  a  short  time.  All  other 
markets  were  like  ours.  The  strength- 
ening influences  were  the  higher  cables, 
the  decrease  of  2,712.000  bus  i>n  passage, 
damaging  reports  from  Russia  and 
India,  and  the  strength  of  cash 
wheat  at  Chicago,  caused  by 
smaller  receipts  there         than 

were  expected.  Buying  was  heavy 
there.  Fxoort  purchases  were  reported 
from  New  York  and  other  ports.

l?everal  Representatives  of  the    City 
Government  on  Terminal  Mutters. 
.•\t  a  recent  closed  meeting  of  the  com- 
mon council  it  was  decided   that   the  in- 
terests of  the  city  demanded    that  some 
important  action  be   taken    to  provide  a 
way  for  all  roads  so  desiring  to    gain  ac- 
cess to  the  heart    of    this    city    without 
being  obliged  to  pay  excessive    charges 
either  for  land  or  facilities   furnished   by 
other  roads,     .\ccording,    it  was    deter- 
mined to  send  a  committee  to  the  various 
large  cities  of  the    country   to    examine 
inf^  their  terminal  railway    systems  ami 
report   on    the    same.     The    gentlemen 
leave  today  and  will  be  gone  for  a  month. 
They  are  City  .Xltorney'S.  D.  Allen,    Al- 
derman Long  and  Secretary    Thompson 
of    the    ciiamber   of    commerce.     'Ihey 
will  visit  St.  Paul,    St.    Louis,    Chicago, 
Philadelphia,      Pittsburgh,       Haltimore, 
Boston.    Toronto,      Detroit,      Montreal, 
Cleveland    and    many    other  important 
railroad  centers  and    when    they    return 
will    be    able    to  give  the  city  an  intelli- 
gent conception  of  what  has  been    done 
in  those  places  in  the  way    of  providing 
terminals  and  how  they  have    been   pro- 
vided. 

It  is  learned  that  in  accordance  with 
a  recommendation  of  the  committee  con- 
sisting of  the  mavor,  L.  Mendenhall  and 
others,  the  Duluth,  .Mesaba  lV  Norlherfl 
railroad  neojde  have  promised  to  forego 
the  satisfaction  of  holding  an  election  on 
the  28th  inst.  to  determine  whether  the 
county  shall  bond  itself  in  S150.000  in 
order  to  aid  that  road  in  obtaining  ter- 
minal facilities  in  Duluth.  This  move 
makes  the  way  to  a  peaceful  and 
satisfactory  settlement  of  the  much 
vexed  question  of  how  to  secure  termi- 
nals more  satisfactory.  With  a  long  pull 
and  a  strong  pull  and  a  jnill  altogether, 
the  people  of  Duluth  can  make  this  the 
leading  railroad  center  west  of  Chicago 
within  a  very  short  time,  for  the  roads 
are  anxious  to  come  here.
